CHANGE IN THE NEWSPAPER STAMP. 

Tue change in the law, which no longer renders it compulsory 
that a newspaper must be stamped, will enable our readers to be 
supplied with the Economist at one penny less for each copy, pro- 
vided the order to newsmen is given for an unstamped copy. A 
copy purchased unstamped can afterwards be sent through the 
post by affixing the ordinary postage stamp upon the cover. There 
is, however, this advantage which will atteud the purchase of 
stamped copies, that they will be entitled to re-transmission 
through the post free of charge, not only in circulation | 
at home, but also to be sent abroad. It is, however, respectfully 
suggested that those who desire to be supplied with unstamped | 
copies, and to secure the advantage of the reduced price, should 
intimate their wish to the agent who supplies them, whose price | 
in that case should be accordingly reduced by one penny per copy, 
or by four shillings and fourpence per annum. 











LORD RAGLAN. 


Tue pomp, the circumstance, the triumph, and the honour of 
war, are likely to become as familiar to this generation of Eng- 
lishmen as they were to the last. Once more, after an interval 
of forty years, we have seen the Sovereign calling upon her Par- 
liament to support her in war; we have seen the Parliament | 


| and the people respond cheerfully to the call; we have heard the 


Park guns fired in commemoration of new victories over an 
European enemy ; we have seen both Lords and Commons re- 
turning thanks to a conquering army; and now in the last week 


_ the cycle of war associations has been completed, and the House 
| of Commons has been called upon to perform its sad and long 


unwonted office, of making the provision due from a grateful na- 
tion to the family of a brave General who has died in the service 
of his country. 

At such a time it is most natural that men should delight to 
utter the praises of one who has so died. But Lord Raglan 
deserves some better language than that of mere thoughtless 
panegyric, and it is by endeavouring to separate the wheat from 
the chaff in the eulogies that are heaped upon him, that his 

| 0% seputation will be most reverently served, and his example 
| made profitable to his countrymen. The sacredness of the 
grave does indeed demand an absolute silence un a'l matters 
| of party controversy; it is not in celebrating as it were the 
| funeral odsequies of a faithful servant of the Strate, that any but 
the most determined partisan will venture to throw the apple of 
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discord. Neither would we be unmindful of the wisdom con- 
tained in the kindly maxim De mortuis; but that proverb, like 
many others, contains a mean truth, capable of being neglected 
or exaggerated into opposite errors: it commands a strict silence 
as to all littlenesses—all petty weaknesses—which should die 
together with the mortal part of man ; but it does not mean that 
in speaking what is good of the dead, we should dare to speak 
what is false. Let us not then in the first hours of sympathy 
claim for him whom we all honour, titles whick posterity will not | 
confirm. Let us not scruple to say, what we all feel, that itis | 
for his moral far more than for his military qualities, that Lord 
Raglan deserves our admiration and gratitude. 
It was indeed truly observed by some of those who took a || 
| 


leading part in Tuesday evening's debate, that in his long military 
career Lord Raglan had been singularly debarred from opportu- | 
nities of exercising high command in the field. It is idle to look || 
for effects without causes. Neither history nor common sense 
justify us in expecting that years of valuable service in an office 
will fit a man for brilliant service in the field. The education of 
a Hannibal a Cesar, a Napoleon, goes on not in cities but in 
camps; not in peaceful organisation of military establishments, 
but in active participation in a soldier's sternest duties. It was 
not from the Horseguards, bat from the burning plains of India, 
and from before the battered walls of Seringapatam, that we took |! 
Wellington ; and he who is to attain the fame of a great military 
commander, must have had not only the will but the opportanity 
to serve the apprenticeship, which the greatest of those have not |' 
dispensed with. But if we conclude that into the narrow circle | 
of great commanders Lord Raglan coes not enter, let it not be 
supposed that, in refusing to mispraise him, we would refuse a 
large share in that grateful homage which ail England is paying 
to his honoured memory. 

He was not a great General, but never in any oae person were 
the true qualities of a great soldier more nobly combined. From 
the time when, being appointed to his high office, he undertook it 
not with the eagerness of restlessambition, but with the reluctance 
of submissive duty, who has not admired his calmness, his silence, 
his forbearance, his gentleness, his courage? What Englishman 
has not recoguised in Lord Raglan those qualities which we 
most love to regard as attributes of our race? What soldier has 
not beheld in Lord Raglan an epitome of.the traditional and che- | 
rished virtues of the British army? What educated man has not 
admired Lord Rag!an as a genuine specimen of that noble concrete 
—so easy to misrepresent, so difficult to comprebead—combining 
as its essential conditions the most sterling character and the high- 
est, most diligent culture—the English gentleman? Many criti- 
cised him while livirg; and, inasmuch as he was a public servant 
in a most important situation, such criticism was neither unreason- 
able nor on the whole unjust. But now that he is gone, we shall 
all do well to look closely upon those virtues which most distin- 
guished him, and which in the present critical times are most 
necessary for us. 

If any are inclined to shrink from bearing their portion of the 
common burdens, let them think of Lord Raglan, going out in 
his old age to certain responsibility of the weightiest kind, to 
certain suffering, to probable, and, ag it has been shown, to certain 
death. If we are disposed to be too much affected by various 
tidings—sometimes unduly elated, sometimes unduly despondent— 
let us stand reproved before the memory of him who was never 
betrayed into intemperate exultation, who in the g!oomiest hours 
of that gloomy winter never despaired. And if anxiety has led 
us into acrimony, and we have been tempted to waste time and 
strength in mental recriminations, once more let us recall Lord 
Raglav, who being criticised sometimes harshly, sometimes un- 
fairly, maintained a silence which it is no exaggeration to cell 
sublime; no word fell from him abvut a “ribald press” ; only in 
his private letters we are told that he expressed his conviction 
that those who censured him were doing what they considered 
their duty. This is indeed the very grandeur of courage and 
meekness: may England never want men who can thus be silent | 
and can thus speak ; may Englishmen never fail to cherish their 
memory. 
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THE REVENUE AND TRADE OF THE YEAR. 


Tar revenue accounts for the year and the quarter ending on the 
30th ult., however satisfactory they may appear at first sight, are 
less flattering when closely examined in relation to the increased 
taxation which has been imposed since the commencement of the 
war. It is true that the increase upon the income of the year is 
7,741,588/, but then it must be borne in mind that new taxes 
calculated to yield 10,000,000/ were imposed in 1854, independent 
of those which have been imposed in the present session. At the 
game time it is bat fair to remark, that while some of the taxes 
imposed in 1855 have already come into operation,—such, for 
example, as the Customs duties,—yet that a considerable portion 
of the additional taxes imposed in 1854 has. not yet reached the 
Exchequer. The second moiety of the additional income tax 
imposed last year is now only in the course of collection, and 
will be available in the current quarter. Nevertheless, taking all 
these varying elements into calculation, the result of the income 
of the year is not so favourable as, upon a balance of all consi- 
derations, we had a right to expect. 

On the other hand, the trade accounts, though they show a con- 
siderable decline in the export trade, are much more favourable 
when closely examined than at first sight they appear. It is true 
that the decline upon the entire exports is very considerable. But 
when we examine the accounts more carefully by the aid of other 
official documents, it appears that more than the whole decrease 
is attributable to the two markets of Australia and the United 
States, which have been labouring under extreme aud temporary 
depression, from causes too familiar to require further to be al'uded 
to. For the first four months of the year, that is, up to the 1st of 
May, the value of the exports in the present year amounted to 
26,894,481/, and during the same period in 1854 (or rather for a 
period extending tor five days later) to 32,003.493/, showing an 
apparent decline of 5,109,0120. But we have before us a state- 
ment of the amount of the exports to Australia and the United 
States during the periods referred to, which compare as follows :—

This account shows a reduction in the exports to the Australian 
colonies of no less than 2,768,908/, and in those to the United 
States of the still Jarger sum of 3,712,767/ during the first four 
months in question; ard therefore, while the decline upon the 
entire exports has amounted to 5,109,012/, that in respect to the 
two markets specially and peculiarly affected, amounts to no less 
a sum than 6,481,675/, so that, tuking the general trade of the 
country to all parts of the world (Australia and the United States 
alone excepted), we find an increase in the amouut of the exports 
of 1,372,663/, in place of the decrease which at first sight is 
apparent. It is also worthy of remark that it is exactly the two 
markets with regaid to which alone the reduction bas occurred 
that are likely to be least affected by the war. 

Again, so far as the trade accounts speak to the consumptive 
ability of the country, there are no grounds for apprehending 
any decline in the condition of the people. The last published 
accounts show that in the first five months of the year, the 
consumption of sugar has been in 1855, notwithstanding the con- 
siderable increase of duty, 161,000 tons, against 147,000 tons in 
1854 ; of tea, 26,450,000 Ibs, against 26,085,000 Ibs; of spirits 
(rum) 1,458,000 gallons, against 1,285,000 galons; while of 
other geveral articles of consumption, with the exception of 
tobacco, on which there is a slight decline, the quantities upon 
which duty has been paid in the present year show no decregse 
of consumption. With regard to wive, which cannot be supposed 

| to be affected by the condition of the bulk of the people, a de- 
cline has taken place from 3,079,000 gallous to 2,677,000 gallous. 
But, on the whoie, there is 1 evidence of any such depression as 
leads to an inference that the country is in any degree impa.red. 

But when we turn to the portion of the finance returns which 
represents the expenditure ot the year, the returns preseut a more 
serious aspect. ‘The expenditure for the first quarer amounts to 
no less asum than 23,000,900/ for supply services and for the charge 
on the debt, or at the rate of 92,000,000/ a year. Large as the 
estimates for the yearhave been, it is now apparent that they will 
not be sufficient, and that further supplementary provision must 
be made before the close of the session. It is, however, fortunate

Ir is impossible to protect ourselves from a feeling of almost sick. 
ening dismay in reading the detailed account of the slaughter 
which took place in the fruitless assault of the 18th of June. [py 
the course of about fifteen minutes we had lost in killed and 
wounded 100 officers and upwards of a thousand men. The 
seemed to have been mowed down like grass. Scarcely had the 
attack commenced, scarcely had the forlorn hope of the column 
which led begun to traverse the ground waich separated our 
trenches from the Redan, than it became obvious to all that the 
case was a desperate one. There was not and never had been 
any prospect of success. Whether we ought to have known this | 
beforehand, or whether it could only be ascertained by an actual | 
attempt ; whether the failure and the loss were owing to the un- 
fortunate departure from Lord Raglan’s original plan of preced. | 
ing the assault by a few hours bombardment, so as to neutralise 
the repairs and defences which the Russians might have prepared | 
during the nigbt,—these are points which we need not discuss here, | 
It is sufficient to notice that we gained nothing, and lost three of i 
our most valued chief officers, besides putting many others hors | 
de combat for a time. 

When from this bloody and disastrous affair we look back upon 
the past year; when we remember that it is scarcely nine months 
since we landed in the Crimea, and that in that brief period, 
besides having lost both the Commanders-in-Chief, a whole host 
of general officers have been killed, or have returned home | 
invalided, so that we believe of all those who first went out Sir | 
Richard England and Sir Colin Campbell alone remain efficient at 
the heads of their divisions; that among regimental officers 0 | 
second rauk the mortality has been so unparalleled that subalterns 
have become colonels since the expedition sailed; that never in 
so short a time were so many families of all classes thrown into | 
mourning; that what with cholera, dysentery, fatigue, and wounds, | 
at least 15,000 men have fallen, and the depots of England have 
been drained to supply the vacancies thus rapidly created ; and 
still more when either in private letters or ia public despatches 
we read the shocking details of suffering and slaughter of which 
even the dryness of official statistics and the cold name of 
“ casualties” cannot disguise the extent or the severity,—no won- 
der that tender minds are aghast at the prolongation of this | 
savage and ineffectual strife, and that even deliberate and calcu- | 
lating politicians feel disposed to reconsider their estimates of |! 
the object and its cost. | 

With our thoughts fresh from realising the minute particulars 
and vivid pictures of the recent assault, and with the reflection 
that the immediate purpose, for which all this terrible expenditure 
of precions life has been incurred, is still unattained—nay, appa- 
rently, not nearer to attainment than on the day we landed at 
Eupatoria,—it would be impossible for us to maintain unshaken | 
our fortitude or our resolution had we ever shared the sentiments || 
of diplomatists as to the objects for which this war was under- | 
taken, in which we were told must lie its justification, and from | 
which we must derive encouragement to persevere. If we had 
not early aud resolutely denounced the * Vienna Note”; if we 
had not throughout declared that the “ Four Points”, even if 
gained and recorded in fitting protocols, would have been a very 
inadequate justification and a very miserable and scavty recom- 
peuse for the blood shed in this sanguinary quarrel; if we had 
been prepared, as Mr Gladstone was, to make peace upon a pro- 
mise; if we had really believed, as he did, that we were con- 
tinuing the war for the simple difference between two plans, both 
bad, of interpreting and effecting “‘a moiety of the third point’; 
or if we had not for at least eighteen months taken every opeuing 
and occasion for bringing prominently into view the real iuterests 
at stake, the magnitude, the value, the far-reaching extent, the 
deep and intimate solemnity, of the aims and principles involved ; 
and if we did not from our hearts believe that the contest is one, || 
virtually if not ostensibly, between progress and retrogressio#, 
between civilisation and barbarism, between freedom and despo- 
tic runle—between light aud hope or darkness and despair—we 
are free to confess our nerve and stubbornness would long since 
have given way. 

If we really thought in our hearts that we were fighting to 
decide whether the sixteen feet of water at the Danube moun 
should be secared by a Russian promise or a “ syndicate” of which 
Russia should be a constituent, and therefore a paramount ele- 
ment,—whether the wretched Principalities should be crushed and 
withered under Muscovite tyranny alone, or under a combination 
(equally fatal to their freedom and their progress) of two contiguous 
despots and two distant faineans,—whether tue Euxine fleet ot 
our adversary should be limited (on paper) to twenty ships of the 
line, or to two, with an indefinite number of troop-bearing 
transports,—if these were indeed the purposes of our efforts, 
if these were indeed the price of our blood,—why, words would 
be too feeble to describe the grief, the mortification, the disgust 
which we should feel at every gallant life sacrificed, every noble 
spirit sent to its account, every promising career cut short, iu such a 
petty coutroversy and for such a miserable prize. We kuow that 








human life is the appointed purchase money for human victories 
over wretcheduess and wrong, and we should not grudge our ow? 
lives, nor do we grudge the lives of those dear to us, in a great 
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cause—such as is that of beating beck at once and for ever the 
Vandal of modern days, of quenching in blood at its first symp- 
toms the mad thirst of uuiversal dominion or uuprincipled 
aggression, of crushiug and crippling for futare mischief those 
acter 
blighting a B-neath whore gi'd-d bceofs of pride, 
Where’. r they trampled, Freedom died, 
But to know that we had immolated fifteen thousand of our 
countrymen and hundreds of generous and gentle spirits like Lord 
Raglan (who might have clonised deserts and founded empires 
if left to the healthy energies of peaceful enterprise), for the 
deepening of a river, for the wording of a protocol, for the coa- 
cession of a fancied or a false security,—would be a thought too 
bitter to be added to the simple sorrows of bereavement. 
Happily every day confirms the conviction that the grander 
view of this contest is also the truer,—whether our statesmen yet 
see it or no'—the controversy in which we have engaged cannot 
be dwarfid to the narrow dimensions of miserable minds. And 
if “a great nation cannot have a little war,”—if actions, by a law 
of nature, assume the statare and character of the actors,—then it 
is certain that a war waged between a State which is the incar- 
nation of despotism and a State which is the incarnation of 
liberty, must be and will become a war of gr2at principles and 
sacred aims. You may endeavour to confine it to one locality, to 
one weapon, to one purpose ; but you caanot hinder it from swell- 
ing to its natural and native magnitude and form ;—you cannot 
hinder it from showing itself to be, what it is, a stroggle between 
ideas, institutions, and ultimate hopes, inherently and eterually 
antagonistic. 


The position and conduct of Austria, on which we commented 
last week, speak trumpet-tongued in favour of the serious and 
mighty character of this conflict. They show, as plainly as can 
be shown, how powerful and menacing our adversary had be- 
come, and how absolutely necessary his repression was to the 
future well-being of Europe Austria, morethan any properly Euro- 
pean nation, is threatened by Muscovite aggrandisement; Austria, 
more than any otber, has reason to dread Muscovite aggression 
and supremacy, and to desire Muscovite humiliation and defeat. 
She had 350,000 men under arms; she had spent a year and all 
the resources of her diplomacy in securing herself against the 
coldness or hostility of her German neighbours in any contin- 
gency ; she held an important and critical strategic position, both 
in Gallicia and in Moldo-Wallachia; and she had the entire 
power and the zealous alliance of the two greatest nations 
of the West to back her and to guarantee her against ultimate 
disaster. Yet with all this, so mighty, so menacipvg, so immi- 
nent, so close, so irresistible did Russia seem to her, that, after 
months of preparation, vacillation, and reflection, she dared not 
draw the sword :—when the inevitable moment of decision came, 
she drew back—the hazard was too great,—and she preferred to 
disgust and to irritate France and England rather than draw 
down upon herself the active enmity of their great antagonist. 
We do not know that any exposition of facts could give a clearer 
conception of the degree to which Muscovite influence has al- 
ready sapped German spirit and German freedom—of the para- 
mount and fatal sway which Russia had succeeded in establish- 
ing over the whole of Central Europe. 





FRANCE.— OPENING OF THE LEGISLATIVE 
CHAMBERS. 


On Monday, the Empercr of the French opened the extraordinary 
session of the Legislative Chambers, and delivered the following 
speech. His Majesty, it will be seen, explains the course of the 
negotiations, and demands more men and more money. The loan

Messieurs les Senateurs—Messieurs les Députés,— 

The diplomatic negotiations commenced during the course of our last 
session led you to foresee that I should be obliged to call you together 
when they came to anend. Unhappily, the Conferences at Vienna have 
I come, then, to make a new ap- 
peal to your patriotism and that of the country. Have we been want- 
ing in moderation in the settlement of the conditions? I do not fear 
to examine the question before you. About a year had elapsed since the 
war commenced, and already had France and England saved Turkey, 
gained two battles, forced Russia to evacuate the Principalities, and to 
exhaust her forces for the defence of the Crimea. Wehad, more- 
over, in our favour, the adhesion of Austria and the moral ap- 
probation of the restof Europe. In that situation the Cabinetof Vienna 
asked us if we would consent to treat upon the bases already vaguely laid 
| down before our successes. A refusal on our part seemed natural. Was 
itnot to be supposed, in fact, that the demands of England and France 
would increase in proportion to the greatness of the struggle and of the 
sacrifices already made? Well, France and England did not avail them- 
selves of their advantages nor even of the rights offered to them by 
treaties in force, so much had they at heart to facilitate peace, and to 
give an unchallengeable proof of their moderation. We restricted our- 
selves to asking, for the interests of Germany, for the free navigation 
of the Danube, and a breakwater against that Russian flood which con- 
tinually obstructed the mouths of that great river; for the interests of 
Turkey and Austria, a better constitution for the Principalities, that 
they might serve as a barrier against these cons antly recurring 
invasions from the North; for the interest of humanity and 
justice, for the same guarantees for Christians of all communions, 
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under the exclusive protection of the Sultan; for the interest of the 
Porte, as well as of Europe, we demanded that Russia should limit to a 
reasonable figure the number of ships she maintains as a defence against 
any attack in the Black Sea, and which she cannot maintain but fora 
purpose of aggression. Well, all these propositions, which I may call 
magnanimous from their disinterestedness, and which were epproved in 
principle by Austria, by Prussia, and by Russia herself, have evaporated 
in the Conferences. Russia, who had consented, in theory, to put an end 
to her preponderance in the Black Sea, has refused every limitation of 
her naval forces ; and we have still to wait for Austria to fulfil her en- 
gagements, which consisted in rendering our treaty of alliance offensive 
and defensive if the negotiations failed. Austria, it is true, pro- 
posed to us to guarantee with her the independence of Turkey by 
treaty, and to consider for the future as a casus belli an increase of 
Russian ships of war beyond the number that existed before the com- 
mencement of hostilities. To accept such a proposition was impossible, 
forit in no manner bound Russia; and, on the contrary, we should ap- 
parently have sanctioned her preponderance in the Black Sea by treaty. 
The admirable devotion of the army and navy will, trust, soon lead 
toa happy result. It is for you to provide me with the means of con- 
tinuing the struggle. The country has already shown what are its re- 
sources, and the confidence it places in me. Some months since it 
offered me 1,700,000,000f more than I demanded. A portion of that 
sum will suffice to maintain its military honour and its rights as a 
great nation. I had resolved to go and place myself in the midst of 
that valiant army, where the presence of the Sovereign coald not have 


failed to produce a happy influence, and, a witness of the heroic ef- | 


forts of our soldiers, 1 should have been proud to lead them; but 
serious questions agitated abroad have still remained pending, and the 
nature of circumstances demanded at home new and important mea- 
sures. It is, therefore, with regret that 1 have abandoned the idea. My 


Government will propose to you to vote the annual Recruiting Bill. | 
There will be no extraordinary levy, and the usual course will be taken, | 


which necessitates the vote of a levy one year in advance, for the regu- 
larity of the administration. In conclusion, gentlemen, let us pay here, 
solemnly, a just tribute of praise to those who fight for the country; let 
us mingle our regrets for those whose loss the country deplores. So 
great an example of self-negation and constancy will not have been given 
in vain tothe world. Let us not be discouraged by the sacrifices neces- 


sary, for, as you are aware, a nation must either abdicate every political | 
character, or if it possessed the instinct and the will to act conformably | 


to its generous nature, to its secular history, to its Providential mission, it 
must learn how to support at times the trials that alone can season it and 
carry it forward to the rank which is its due. Faith in the Almighty, 
perseverance in our efforts, and we shall arrive at a peace worthy of the 
alliance of two great nations. 








THE FRAUDS IN THE LONDON DOCKS. 
On Tuesday and Wednesday was tried in the Court of 
Exchequer an action brought by Mr Osborne, wine and 
spirit merchant at the Old Trinity House, Tower street, 
to recover from the Directors of the London Dock Com- 
pany the value of a quantity of wiue in pipes and casks, of 


which the defendants had wrongly deprived him, or through their | 


negligence were lost to him. ‘The defendants denied that the 
plaintiff was possessed of the wine and paid 25/ iuto court to 
answer the plaintiff's claim for pipes and casks. This case grew 
out of the frauds committed in the London Docks and the 
changes in certain wines noticed in our journal! in January 
last. In court the conversion of the character of the wine, 


from being sour red Italian wine, unfit for anything but to make | 
vinegar, into good marketable Port wine, worth on the average | 


from 261 to 301 a pipe, was fully proved ; and a verdict ac- 


cordingly was given, afterthe jury had been absent for a short | 


time, for the defendants. They were of opinion “ that the 25: 
*“* paid into court had fully satisfied the plaintiff's claim ; that the 
** London Dock Company had taken good and sufficient care 
“of the property entrusted to their charge ; and that the sub- 
* stitution of the wine was not the result of any negligence on 
“their part. ‘The jury, in reply to a question put by the learned 
“ Judge, said they did not find that the plaintiff was aware 
“of the change of property.” We must refer our readers to 
the morning papers for all the evidence that was given in the 
case. The change was fully established, but why it was made 
or who made it, was not established. 





The Lord Chief Baron, | 


who tried the case, in his summing up, gave this view of the | 


matter :— 
The plaintiff had not done as he was in honesty bound to do, when he 


discovered the mistake; he had not informed the defendants that the | 


wine for which he had paid 4/ or 5/ a pipe, was turned into wine worth 
from 26! to 30/ a pipe. He pursued a very different course; he had 
brought his action, and was the principal witness in support of his claim. 


The sbsutitution of good wine for bad had some object in it, and was | 


perpetrated by the most artful contrivance. For whose benefit had it 
been done? It was quite clear that if the substitution had not been dis- 
covered, that the plaintiff would have largely benefited by the result, and 


he would have been able to bribe the defendant's servants as far as 50! or | 


60! went out of the large profits he would have made. If the wines had 
been abstracted from the plaintiff’s casks, and other wines substituted by 


cunning and contrivance which had baffled all attempts at discovery on | 


the part of the defendants, they were not guilty of negligence. 

Upon this transaction, the particulars of which have from time 
to time been laid before our readers, we shall offer no comments. 
It is one of the many frauds which are now continually coming te 
light, all of which spring from a desire to possess what does not 
properly belong to the individual. Our great moral disease is 
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misappropriation. Property is not not held sufficiently sacred 
amongst us. We are too much in a hurry to get rich, which is 
equally visible in overtrading to Australia and in picking 
pockets; and in our haste we take that which does not properly 
belong tous. The great prohibition—Thou shalt not steal—was 
unaccompanied for wise purposes with any definition of mine and 
thine ; and the law, and the practices of those who have made, ad- 
ministered, and interpreted the law, have tended more to confuse 
the ideas of the public as to property than sharply to define and 
enforce them. It may even be doubted whether the law be not 
at the bottom of the terrible mischief; for it assumes to create 
instead of merely ascertaining and defining the right of property, 
and too often substitutes usurpation or plunder for justice. 





THE LEGISLATION OF THE MULTITUDE. 


Tur very curious notion of totally prohibiting the sale ot alcohol, 
now prevalent in the United States and adopted here, is not like 
any previous phasis of the march of moral reform. From the 
earliest times the abuse of spirituous liquors has been reprehended, 
| and Pliny even, like many moderns who have found fault with 
' an art which individuals have abused, censured the Egyptians 
| for having invented the art of getting drunk with water thrown 
| on grain and fermented. Mahomet forbade his followers the use 
of wine—in his time and country a maddening and dear luxury. 
In most of the countries in Europe, and for a loug period, legis- 
lation has laid heavy moral and fiscal restrictions on the use of 
spirituous liquors ; but there is no previous example that we re- 
collect of men admitting the use and forbidding the sale. Under 
the Maine Liquor Law, people may make as much brandy, wine, 
| beer, and cyder asthey like; but they must not sell it in less 
| quantities than two gallons, and must not give it away. The evil 
| is not the making, nor the using, nor even the abusing, but merely 
| the sale of less quantities than two gallons. This spurious kind 
of legislation is directed to the special object of preventing one 
class, or even a few people, from buying spirits in dram glasses ; 
and for this end a general law affecting a whole community, 
' and interfering with all the business growing from one of the 
| most ancient of human arts, is demanded by the people and 
enacted. ee ; 

The practice of drinking cheering or intoxicating liquors, against 
the sale of which the law is directed, is so general, extending from 
| ancient Egypt to modern Missouri, from the most civilised Euro- 
| pean to the savages of the Pacific, Nature has provided in 
| palm wine, in the juice of grapes allowed to stand and ferment, 
and in so many vegetable products, cheering or intoxicating be- 
| verages, that to use them is consistent with her ordinances, and 
| we may be quite confident no such law can be maintained. 
| In the great State of New York, in which the enactment has 
| been recently introduced, the most acute lawyers pronounce it to 
be at variance with the Constitution of the State, with the com- 
mon Jaw, and with the rights, liberties, and property of the people. 
In Massachusetts, too, the most distinguished members of the 
legal profession have decided that the law there passed is uncon- 
sti:utional and defective. In the State of Maine, it has already 
| led to riots, and the author of the law, Mr Neil Dow, the Mayor 
| of Portland, has, in the exercise of his authority, put to death 
| a man who was heading a mob to enforce, as they supposed, on 
the Mayor and Common Council of the city the observance of 
the law. 

In fact, alcohol is much more than a drink. A great product, 
so abundantly supplied by Nature, has many uses. Itis the 
chief solvent of all gums, and is largely used in all the arts in 
which varnish is employed. Our own Legislature has just now 
got before it a bill to legalise its use free of duty in such arts, as 
essential to the national success. It is used in medicine, assuages 
suffering, and restores health. Its sale must, therefore, if under 
restrictions, be permitted; and, accordingly, new officers are ap- 
pointed and new situations created. A license and excise system, 
if not introduced by it, is extended in the States, in order to regulate 
the sale of that which to the multitude shall not be sold. Many of 
the condemned practices of the worst-governed States of Europe 
are in consequence established as laws in several States of the 
Federal Union. Here, too, it is proposed, when the sale is for- 
bidden, that public officers should authorise it amongst artists 
and medical men. Such are some of the immediate consequences 
of passing and proposing laws to alter habits which are so general, 
not to say universal, as to be entitled to be regarded as mecessary 
parts of society, and ordained by the laws of Nature. 

For us, however, the most remarkable circumstance attending 
the enacting of this law in several of the Federal States is, that it 
was not originally countenanced by those who are generally the 
leaders of society. On the contrary, the movement began with 
those who were, and are, not the leaders; and the usual leaders 
were actually set aside, turned out of office, because they did not 
speedily enough follow the movement of the multitude. The law 
has been put to the people in several districts, and passed with 
triumphant majorities. A similar fact is observed in England. 
The leaders of what is called the Alliance for suppressing the 
liquor traffic, which has able lecturers diffusing its principles, and 
issues a weekly paper with a large circulation, are not the nobility 
and upper clergy, not even the landowners or great mauufac- 
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turers, but upper class workmen, the humblest of the middle 
c'asses, and, generally speaking, persons below the class of 

men. We have Mr Wilson Patten’s testimony, delivered in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday week, to the fact that—“Fogr 
“ hundred and eighty thousand petitions had been presented to 
“ the house praying that public-houses should be closed on Sun. 
“ days, and he had been asked to take up the matter and intro. 
“ duce a bill restricting the hours during which they could be kept 
“open, but he had never received a letter on the subject from the 
‘upper classes. The letters received by him were from mechani 

“ mechanics’ institutes, and literary societies. The feelings of the 
“ labouring classes on the question weru far stronger than any ong 
“could suppose. There was a number of men, of perhaps he 
‘“‘ might say low origin, who had taken up the matter with a sin- 
“ cere desire to promote temperance in this country.” This wag 
confirmed by Sir John Walsh, who said—‘‘ That the principal 
“ promoters of the course of legislation were, not the aristocracy, 
‘* but the middle and lower orders themselves, among whom were 


“to be found the most moval, sincerely pious, and religious por- | 


“ tion of the community.’ And by Mr C. P. Villiers, the chair- 
man of the committee to inquire into the sale of wine and 
spirituous liquors, who ‘* went into the inquiry over which he 
“ presided prepossessed against any interference at all, but his 
“* feelings were entirely changed by the evidence that he heard in 
* the course of that inquiry. He saw during that investigation 


‘* that the persoas who were most in favour of the closing of the | 
** public-houses at twelve were the poor themselves, who knew that | 


“ they could not resist temptation, and who therefore wished it to 


“be removed. While the investigation was going on, a resolu- | 


“ tion in favour of the total closing of the public-houses on Sunday 
“ was carried by a majority of two to one at Leeds, at one of the 
“ largest meetings of the common people that had ever been held 
* there ; and at another meeting at the same place, and about the 


‘** unanimously agreed to. 


‘“* beer and spirit trade, and not the aristocracy or the pious.” 

There is, therefore, at present a very remarkable move- 
ment in a great part of society, at least of the Anglo-Saxon 
race. Ascetism is in some measure revived. 
again striving to counteract Nature, 
we individually believe to be in all its details impos. | 
sible, and, so far as it is possible, injurious. But this zeal for | 
reform to be accomplished by legislation does not proceed from the | 
upper, but from the lower classes, who, borrowing the art which | 
they have been tanght highly to respect as the means of keeping | 
order in society, now aspire in their turn to make laws for others 
or for the whole society. They are not likely to be contented , 
with one success ; and, if we have a Maine Liquor Law here—if all | 
public-houses are to be closed at the command of the self- | 
righteous or the self-suspecting of the lower classes—the upper 
classes will most probably have to give up their legislative func- | 
tions on other points, and become the humble servants of the mal- | 
titude to register their decrees. The successful people will demand 
other laws affecting their interests—laws relating to property and 
land—besides laws to shut up public-houses and prevent the sale of 
spirituous liquors. Parties, it has been sneeriugly said, like fish, , 
are guided by the tail, and, if this movement continues, nations 
will be guided like parties. It will go hard but the multitude will | 
better the lesson which some persons have been anxious to im- 
press on them, and attain their ends by disguising their pas- | 
sions and desires in the garb of solemn enactments, which it is 
the duty of all to admire and obey. 

It so happens that the last American papers which bring accounts 
of the riot at Portland, in the State of Maine, growing out of this | 
Liquor Law, in which one man was killed and several wounded, 
inform us, also, of a house having been sacked by a mob at Chi- 
cago, on account of a grave offence attributed to its owner; of a 
man executed for murder, and the spectators collecting money 
while he was speaking trom the scaffold to support his family ; 
and of a negro being burnt alive at the stake for the murder of @ 
yourg woman. The editor of the Marion Republican in Missouri, 
who records the latter circumstance and describes it minutely, 
including “an involuntary howl of horror sent up by the surround- 
‘‘ ing negroes” who witnessed the dreadful agony of the suffering 
criminal, and heard his fearful cries, says “the example made of 
‘* this wretch had no doubt a salutary effect on the 2,000 slaves 
“who witnessed his execution.” The salutary effect of such an 
example, we cannot conceive; but men who write, and think, 
and act, as illustrated by these examples, are not those whom we 
should like to take as models, or have for our legislators. In 
America there is but one class of men, and the rioters in Maine 
and the opposing party who shot them down, the miscreant at 
Chicago and the virtuous miscreants who sacked his house, and 
the masters and burners of the slave who thought the example 
eflicacious, are the legislators, but they legislate for themselves. 
They put into the form of law their own passions and their own 
ignorance ; but they permit all, as the rule, equally subject to such 
passions and ignorance, to contend with one another, and from 
their contentions ultimately, however terrible now, good will pro- 
bably arise. From following their example, however, we can eX- 
pect no good in England, where society is composed of different 
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classes, where division of labour is carried much further than in 
America, and where the multitude has really never had any sbare 
in legislation. We are well aware that notwithstanding this a 

ual and general elevation of all classes to a higher and one 
common level has taken place here. For example, the use of 
similar books, similar newspapers, similar clothing, and similar 
means of communication are common to all; but that does not at 
once constitute the multitude here proper judges of what legisla- 
tion is suitable for society. If, for their presumed advantage, they 
are to put a stop to recreations on Sunday and prevent the sale 
of liquors by law—if their wishes are to be made the rules for all 
—this beneficial progress will probably be reversed, and society, 
turned topsy and turvy, will fall into confusion. 

This article was in type last week, and since then the bill which 
is said to have been introduced into the House of Commons by 
the influence of one portion of the multitude has been thrown out 
by the influence of another. Already then we have arrived at a 
point when the most ignorant of the people are permitted to make 
laws for the whole. Surely this will rouse the upper classes to a 
sense of the danger they incur by encouraging this meddling by 
legislation. 





THE HANGO MASSACRE, 


We have received the Russian official account of the attack on 
the Cossack’s boat with a flag of truce. The Russian Admiral, 
De Berg, justifies it, by declaring that no white flag was seen 
hoisted in the boat, that the mode of sending it was unusual and 
improper, and that English vessels have used flags of truce for 
improper purposes. The attack, therefore, was meant; it was 
deliberate, and is now the act of the Russian Government. 
We presume the Governments of England and Russia will both 
have eomething more to say on the subject. We commend the 
case to Lord Clarendon, and commit it to his hands. 





REPORT OF THE SEBASTOPOL COMMITTEE. 


(Concluded from Economist of June 23.) 

THE CoMMISSARIAT DEPARTMENT AT Home.—The Commissariat has 
been, during many years, a subordinate department of the Treasury ; and 
although nominally transferred to the Secretary for War in the summer 
of 1854, it was not placed under his immediate control until the 22d of last 
December; when a ‘l'reasury minute was issued authorising this arrange- 
ment. Up to that period, Sir C. Trevelyan, the Assistant-Secretary of the 
Treasury, was practically the head of this department. He stated that 
the forms of the Commissariat had been improved and simplified some 
years ago, and that although persons might misunderstand any regula- 
tions, yet he did not believe these forms were to be blamed. He would 
willingly submit them to any practised accountant for his opinion. 
Deputy-Commissary-General Smith says, that as long as regulations are 
required, none could be made of a more simple form than those applicable 
to the Commissariat; and he had never heard any complaints arising out 
of the observances of these forms. 

THE CoMMISSARIAT IN THE EAst.—lIt is the duty of the Commis- 
sariat to furnish the army, when in the field, with provisions for the me n 
forage for the animals, and land transport. Commissary-General Filder 
was appointed by the Treasury to superintend the establishment of the 
Commissariat in the East. He was selected, it is said, on account of bis 
experience and special fitness for the charge; and authority was given 
to him to provide such persons as might be required for the service; 
ample funds were placed at his disposal, and ships were provided, and 
ordered to act under his exclusive directions. With these large powers, 
heavy duties were imposed upon him according to an arrangement, which 
appears to have been injudiciously adopted at the commencement of the 
campaign. It was determined that there should be only one store de- 
partment with the army, and that this should be under the care of the 
Commissariat. From this decision it followed as a consequence, that the 
Commissariat was expected to make good the deficiencies of many dis- 
tinct departments. All the miscellaneous articles of equipment which 
come under the name of Quartermaster-General’s stores were given in 
charge to the commissariat, and, in addition to these extraneous duties, 
this department was required not only to keep a large amount of ord- 
nance stores, but also to purchase materials and tools in the East for the 
purposes of the siege. The military system in this country affords the 
Commissariat no opportunity of becoming acquainted with the army or 
of ministering to its wants; so that in a campaign the officers of this de- 
partment find themselves called upon to furnish supplies, in regard to 
which they may have had no experience; while the officers and men, 
being often ignorant of the proper duties of the Commissariat, consider 
this department responsible for everything they may require. 

LAND TRANSPoRT.—From the first the system of the land transport 
was found to be imperfect. No adequate measures were adopted for its 
improvement, so that the army, when encamped before Sebastopol, 
depended for all its supplies upon a service defective in its organisation 
and in its superintendence. The army landed in the Crimea without the 
animals necessary for the conveyance of the baggage, or for the removal 
of the sick and wounded ; much inconvenience and suffering resulted 
from this deficiency ; but if, as stated to your Committee, every available 
vessel was employed for other purposes, the Commissariat cannot be 
held responsible. When the army had encamped before Sebastopol, 
mules and baggage animals were brought over from Varna. On the 5th 
of October, Commissary-General Filder asserted that he had transport 
sufficient for all the purposes of the army, and submitted to Lord Raglan 
a scheme for disposing of above 2,000 animals which were at Varna, 
and which he said were not wanted, and would only be an incumbrance 
in the Crimea. During this same period, Sir Edmund Lyons writes that 
the transport animals, though in fair condition, were not in sufficient 
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number. On the 8th of November, Commissary-General Filder was in- 
formed that he must prepare for wintering in the Crimea. At this period, 
he still possessed a large number of baggage animals, and a considerable 
amount of hay and forage, on board ships, in or near the harbour of 
Balaklava. About this period, the Commissary-General became alarmed, 
foreseeing that the conveyance of guns and ammunition for the siege and 
for the defence of our position, the removal of the sick and wounded 

the distribution of rations, of forage, of clothing, of fuel, of medicines, 
and of medical comforts, besides numerous other supplies, which, in the 
position of the army, were scarcely less important, would all be imperilled 
by a failure in the land transport; while the service was itself seriously 
endangered from the want of shelter and forage for the animals during 
the approaching winter, and from the bad condition of the roads between 
Balaklava and the camp. Your Committee are not aware that any 
measures were adopted for the protection of the animals from the in- 
clemency of the season ; Sir John Burgoyne thinks there wasa great 
want of care, and that in a few instances where the animals were at- 
tended to, they were preserved. The drivers were inefficient, and, being 
without proper superintendence, lost, or indolently neglected, the ani- 
mals intrusted to their charge. 

Tae Roav.—So much of the suffering of the troops has been ascribed 
to the wretched, or, as some witnesses state, the almost impassable con- 
dition of the seven miles between Balaklava and the camp, that your 
Committee endeavoured to ascertain who was responsible for the main- 
tenance of the roads, and what insuperable obstacles impeded their re- 
pair. When the army reached the heights above Sebastopol, they found 
two principal roads from Balaklava to Sebastopol ; one the fine Govern- 
ment road, the other further to the left, a useful farm road. The army 
held the Woronzoff road up to the time of the battle of Balaklava in Oc- 
tober. Immediately after that action it became necessary to draw in the 
outposts, which lost to the army the use of that road; the other road, 
however, remained, and was available for all purposes until the rains 
commenced. On the 13th of November, Commissary-General Filder 
wrote to the Quartermaster-General, expressing his apprehension, and 
calling attention to this important subject. The duty of making and 
maintaining roads for the army falls upon the department of the Quarter- 
master-General. This officer was about this time disabled by severe ill- 
ness. Sir J. Burgoyne, the chief engineer officer on the staff, and other 
military authorities, state that the soldiers could not be withdrawn from 
the trenches for the repair of the road. ‘The men were already overtasked 
by military duties; they were growing weaker from day to day, while 
their difficulties were increasing. An attempt was made toemploy Turkish 
troops on this work, but it was soon abandoned. From the 14th of 
November, the date of the hurricane, the land transport was gradually re- 
duced in strength, until it almost ceased to exist. The Commissary- 
General writes:—‘* The men and beasts perished owing to the fatigue 
they underwent in struggling through the deep mud with supplies, and 
from exposure to wet and cold.” To repair these losses, recourse was 
had to the depot at Constantinople ; but the waste and consumption of 
animals exceeded the supply, and the service of the land transport could 
no longer be performed by the Commissariat. The horses of the cavalry 
were then employed, and thus valuable animals, trained for the duties of 
the cavalry and artillery, were used and worked to death in services which 
should have been performed by animals purchased for about 5/ or 7/ 
each. The broken road, and the want of land transport, increased the 
confusion ofthe harbour. Sir E. Lyons ascribes the crowded state of the 
harbour, and its attendant inconveniences, to the delay in removing car- 
goes from the ships to the camp. As far as the information obtained 
enables your Committee to form an opinion, it appears to them that in this 
matter there was a want of due foresight and decision. Early in Novem- 
ber, when the probable necessity of wintering in the Crimea was contem- 
plated, energetic means should have been taken to provide and maintain 
an effective communication between the camp and Balaklava. The road 
had then already been injured by the traffic, and its condition had ex- 
cited the apprehensions of the Commissary-General, who had called atten- 
tion to the subject; ifa military force could not be spared, measures 
should have been taken to obtain other labour in the East, or applica- 
tion should have been made to the Home Government, who might have 
sent labourers from England. Such precaution would have saved much 
loss of time and many valuable lives, and would have contributed to main- 
tain the land transport service in an effective condition. The probable 
failure of the communication was not, however, brought to the notice of 
the Duke of Newcastle until too late to enable him to take measures in 
England to prevent the serious calamities which subsequently arose. 

Depot IN THE EAst.—The consequences resulting trom the failure of 
the transport service would have been in some degree obviated by the 
formation of depots in the neighbourhood of the camp, or between the 
camp and Balaklava. The establishment of depots is a duty specially 
noticed in the Commissariat regulations. Sir C. Trevelyan states that in 
October Commissary-General was engaged in the formation of a depot 
near the camp, in order that he might be secure against the contingencies 
of weather; but after the action of Balaklava the Commissariat chest 
was ordered on board ship, and the transports were sent out of the har- 
bour. At this time the abandonment of Balaklava was contemplated. 
After this followed the battle of Inkerman, when the transport service 
was occupied in bringing up ammunition, and a few days later came “ the 
hurricane and catastrophe.” From this time forward ali the available 
animals were employed for the daily requirements of the army, and the 
establishment of depots was relinquished. At Constaotinople, Deputy- 
Commissary -General Smith established extensive magazines; he states 
that the supplies under his charge were sufficient, and the arrangements 
for the custody and delivery of stores unobjectionable. 
early in September, he entered into contracts for a supply of fuel, and 
could have procured enough for the army throughout the winter, but he 
was not able to obtain transports for its conveyance ; at the same time, 
the quantity that did reach Balaklava was more than could be carried to 
the camp. He tried to hire native vessels for the service; but after the 
hurricane the masters of these vessels could not be induced to at- 
tempt the voyage. According to his evidence, it would appear that at 
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: ; Constantinople he had in store all the supplies which the army could re- 
a. r quire. No blame can justly be attached to Deputy-Commissary-General 
x. A Smith, nor can he be held responsible for the difficulties and distress 


which occurred in the Crimea. 

ComMissaRIaT SorpLigs.—Foop ror THE Men.—The Commissariat 
department obtained an abundant supply of salt meat, biscuit, and rum 
from England. This was furnished by the victualling department of the 
Admiralty, on requisition from the Treasury, and the duty of the Com- 
missarict, as to these supplies, consisted merely in keeping the account, 
and in arranging the distribution. Fresh meat was chicfly procured from 
Eupatoria, from Constantinople, and from Smyrna. Deputy-Commis- 
sary-General Smith stated that he had at Constantinople 4,000 head of 
cattle during the winter ready for the consumption of the army, besides 
2,000 at Smyrna, and that if he could have obtained sea transport, he 
thinks he could have sent a regular supply to the army. The witnesses 
are not agreed as to the quantity of fresh meat supplied to the army ; 
the regnlarity of the distribution depended partly on the zeal and energy 
of the several Commissariat officers, and also on the position occupied 
by the troops. Until the end of October, the rations, it is said, were 
furnished with regularity, and consisted of fresh meat twice or thrice in 
the week. Mr Parker, chaplain to the First Division from the 28th of 
November till the 23rd of January, states that during this period the hos- 
pitals were supplied with fresh meat almost every day; but the troops 
did not receive it, he thinks, above once a week; he never knew them, 
however, to be without rations. Other witnesses say that the soldiers, 
during the winter months, suffered occasionally from want of their 
rations, and more frequently from the irregularity of their issue. 
In the appendix a statement by a board of officers will be found, 
in which it is affirmed that the men for daysand weeks together went to 
the trenches with an insufficient meal, and oftentimes with none at all, 
save a little biscuit and rum. Any result derived from an average of 
rations issued is delusive, because privation one day is not compen- 
sated by superfluity onanother. Even when the men received a sufficien 
meal, the proportion of salt meat without an accompanying supply of vege- 
tables was greater than was consistent with the health of the troops. This 
deficiency of fresh meat, the most wholesome as well as the cheapest 
food, is ascribed to the failure of the sea transport, the ships having 
been disabled by storms, and then delayed by repairs; in one instance 
all the cattle on board perished from the inclemency of the weather or 
from the violence of the waves. Vegetables, which, according to the 
intentions of the Government, should have been issued gratuitously, 
were very scantily supplied; indeed, several witnesses assert that none 
were ever seen in the camp. Oneshipload of vegetables was detained in 
the harbour until the cargo was decayed; and at Eupatoria, it is said, 
| there was an immense store of onions lying on the wharf, while disease, 
from want of vegetables, was spreading throughthe camp. The Deputy- 
| Commissiary-General states that he had an abundant stock of rice at 
Constantinople during the time when it was wanted even for the hospi- 
tals in the Crimea. Preserved potatoes were, it is said, early in the 
autumn offered to the soldiers, but rejected; later in the winter, when 
the supply of vegetables was essential, it does not appear that the offer 

was repeated. Coffee, which had been ordered as an extra ration, was 
distributed to the troops in a green state, and (there being no means of 
roasting it) was of little use. The explanation offered to your Committee 
on this point is not satisfactory. The more immediate comfort of the 
troops appears to have been overlooked, while ingenious arguments 
on the volatile aroma of the berry, and on the Turkish mode of packing 
coffee, were passing backwards and forwards between Commissary- 
General Filder and the Treasury. 
| Forace.—When the army first encamped before Sebastopol stacks of 
| forage were found in the neighbourhood ; these were soon consumed, 
and henceforward there appears to have been much difficulty in obtain- 
| ing fodder for the horses. His Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, 
| who left the heights on the 7th of November, said that his bagggge ani- 
mals were frequently without food, and that on one occassion he was 
| obliged to kill 24 ammunition ponies, which he had not the means of feed- 
ing. The Earl of Lucan, commanding the Cavalry Division, complained 
repeatedly, from the 29th of September to the date of his departure, of 
the condition to which the horses were reduced from want of food. Lord 
Cardigan mentions the same difficulties, but did not find the pressure so 
severe until after the Sth of November, when his brigade was posted on 
the heights. After the hurricane the supply of forage failed, and, under 
the combined effects of work, exposure, and insufficient food, the 
cavalry gradually ceased to exist as an effective force. To what extent 
the Commissariat is responsible for the deficiency in all these supplies is 
a question to which it is not easy to give a definite answer. Sir C. Tre- 
velyan, speaking as the head of the Commissariat, and desirous of reliev- 
ing the department from responsibility, affirms their conduct throughout 
to have been irreproachable, and ascribes blame to other persons. Ac- 
cording to his opinion, the Quartermaster-General, for whose good inten- 
tions he made full allowance, ought to bear the chief responsibility. 

This officer,” he says, “is responsible for the road to the camp and 
for the road along the border of the harbour at Balaklava. By him also 
buildings should have been appropriated for magazines, and stables for 
the baggage animals should have been provided.” Sir C. Trevelyan also 
states that the endeavours of the Commissariat were frustrated by the 
mismanagement of the transports, that there was a want of proper 
arrangements in the harbour of Balaklava, and still worse disorder 
at Constantinople. “ Rear-Admiral Boxer did nct,” he says, “ possess 
the administrative qualifications requisite for that important station, 
and he delayed the transports in the Bosphorus, or appropriated them 
to other services.” In confirmation of this statement, he mentioned 
the Rockliffe transport and the Jason, which last, he said, had been de- 
tained three weeks at Constantinople. Some letters from Rear-Admiral 
— will be found in the appendix denying this assertion. Admiral 

er also, it appears, in December, remonstrated against the irregular 
system pursued in the Commissariat department in the Crimea, and re- 
quested the interference of the Commander of the Forces. He suggested 
that some of the largest transports should be strongly moored in Bala- 
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klava harbour as floating depots, and that the smaller steamers should 
be told off for the special duty of conveying supplies. Your Committee 
have not been able to examine Commissary-General Filder or Admira} 
Boxer, and they cannot therefore decide upon whom this blame should 
rest. Both these officers were apparently convinced that the transport 
service in the Black Sea had been ill-conducted. Whether, however, the 
vessels had been injudiciously detained as store depots by the Commis- 
sariat, or improperly employed in other services by the Admiral at Con- 
stantinople, are questions which your Committee cannot satisfactoril 
answer. These arrangements might with propriety be reviewed by the 
high naval and military authorities. They alone had the means of de. 
ciding these differences, and of enforcing such a system as might best 
secure the conveyance of supplies with regularity and despatch. Before 
closing their observations on the Commissariat department in the East, 
your Committee notice with pleasure the willing testimony which many 
witnesses have borne to the zeal and energy which some subordinate 
officers of the Commissariat displayed in procuring supplies, and in re. 
lieving, as far as they were able, the distress of the troops during a period 
of trying exigencies. 

Tue MepicaL DepARTMENT AT Home.—The medical department of 
the army and ordnatce is under a Director-General, who has an assistant 
to aidhim in his multifarious duties. Dr Smith, the Director-General, 
states that he was under the immediate authority of five different superiors 
—the Commander-in-Chief, the Secretary of State for War, the Secretary 
at War, the Master-General of the Ordnance, and the Board of Ord- 
nance. He further states that, upon the separation of the two depart- 
ments of War and Colonies, he received no communication ordering him 
to correspond directly with the Secretary for War. The Duke of New- 
castle said that in August last he himself told Dr Smith that the Secre- 
tary of State for War was his real and only master. Had such an ar- 
rangement been earlier adopted, Dr Smith says it would have saved labour, | 
while the service would have been more efficiently conducted. The 
Director-General states that when he first heard of the probability that 
a force would be sent to Turkey, he proposed that three medical offi- 
cers should be sent to make inquiries which’might be beneficial to the 
troops. This suggestion was adopted. He also selected surgeons to be 
appointed to be attached to regiments, and gave them directions for 
their guidance. He recommended that ambulances should be prepared, | 
and an ambulance corps appointed. For this purpose he advised that 
able-bodied soldiers should be selected. Lords Raglan and Hardinge 
objected to taking from the ranks effective fighting men, and 
pensioners were employed instead. Dr Smith remonstrated in vain. 
The entire failure of this corps and the consequent suffer- 
ings of the army are abundantly proved. In May, 1854, Dr Smith 
addressed a letter to the Military Secretary of the Commander-in-Chief, 
recommending that ‘‘in the event of the hospitals being established at a 
distance from the army, ships should be fitted for the transport of the 
sick and wounded.” This application was not attended to. Before the 
army left England the most experienced purveyors were assembled by 
the order of the Secretary at War, and, after consultation with the 
Director-General of the medical department, they drew up a report in | 
regard to the stores required for the medical treatment of the troops. | 
Dr Smith states that he issued orders to the druggists for a supply of | 
medicines; he made requisitions on the Ordnance for the hospital 
stores, and through the Ordnance to the Admiralty for the supply of 
medical comforts. The system pursued as to medical comforts was 
altered after September, when Dr Smith provided this supply. Re- 
specting the hospital stores, Dr Smith says that when he had made his 
requisition on the Ordnance his duty ended; his office had no further 
information on the subject; that he occasionally applied or sent to 
ascertain what had been done, but that this was outstepping the functions 
of his department. The strict economy enforced during a long period 
of peace, by means of a rigid system of audit and account, may doubt- 
less, at the first outbreak of war, have still fettered Dr Smith, as well 
as other public servants, who dreaded to incur responsibility for any 
expenditure, however urgent, which was not guarded by all the forms 
and documents usually required. An excess of caution in the first in- 
stance, led probably to some evils which a lavish outlay could not after- 
wards repair. The letters of the Secretary at War, read by him in his 
evidence, forcible illustrate this observation. In many cases instructions 
on t.is matter might have been useful to public servants whose exper'- 
ence was wholly founded on the methods rightly insisted upon during 
peace. 

Tae MepicaL DEPARTMENT IN THE East.—The army, when sent to 
the East, hada greater number of medical men in proportion to the num- 
ber of the troops than ever before accompanied a British army, and the 
witnesses generally concur in testifying to their zeal and efficiency ; many | 
of these were, however, disabled by sickness before the descent on the | 
Crimea, so that after each of the actions at Alma and Inkerman some | 
regiments had not the requisite number of medical men, The ambu- 
lances for the conveyance of the sick and wounded were too heavy and 
ill-adapted to their purpose. The treatment of the sick and wounded a 
the camp at Balaklava and at Scutari has already formed the subject of a 
lengthened report by Commissioners specially appointed for this purpose; 
further information upon this point will be foundin the evidence already 
presented to the house. The condition of the tent hospitals, 4s described 
by Mr Parker, chaplain to the First Division, was from the 28th of No- 
vember to the 23rd af January, the period of his stay in the Crimea, 8° 
wretched and painful to hear, that your Committee gladly avoid repeat 
ing these deplorable details. The medical men, it is said, were indefati- 
gable in their attentions ; but so great was the want of the commonest 
necessaries, even of bedding, as well as of medicines and medical com- 
forts, that they sorrowfully admitted their services to be of little avail. 
The hospital of Balaklava had an advantage, inasmuch as it was nearer to 
the limited supplies which were on board of ship; but the uncertainty 
whether or not Balaklava could be retained disconcerted the arrange- 
ments of this hospital, and upon one occasion the patients were removed. 
In regard to its subsequent condition, there is a difference of opinion, 
depending probably upon the dates of the several visits; but the prevail- 
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ing testimony is to the effect that this hospital was for many weeks in a 
discreditable state. Allowance must be made for the circmmstances in 
which the continued possession of Balaklava was held, and for the diffi- 
culty of establishing a hospital in such buildings as were found there. 
The want of proper orderlies, the insufficiency of medicines, especially of 
opium ; of medical comforts, some of which were essential to the health 
of the men ; and the great want of purveyor’s stores have been so fully 
set forth in the report of the Commissioners, that your Committee deem 
it superfluous to adduce further evidence in corroboration of their state- 
ments. They will, therefore, proceed to observe upon 
Tar HospiTALs AT ScuTARI.—When the army arrived in the East, 
various places were suggested for hospitals, but Scutari was eventually 
decided upon as fittest for the purpose. The system of regimental 
hospitals was adopted in the first instance, and the general hospital was 
not established until the army moved to Varna. The Duke of Newcastle 
says that he did not issue any instructions as to hospitals; he left that 
to be executed by the Medical Board. Dr Smith, the Director-General of 
the Medical Department of the Army, says he had nothing to do with 
these hospitals, and that his interference could only have caused confu- 
sion. He selected medical men for the hospitals, and he sent to the 
Ordnence a requisition to provide hospital furniture proportioned to the 
amount of force, and there his duties ended. Your Committee, after 
hearing evidence affirming the disgraceful state of the hospitals at Scu- 
tari, endeavoured to ascertain by whom the chief authority was exercised, 
and on whom the responsibility must rest. Major Sillery was com- 
mandant, and had sole military charge of the hospitals. Dr Menzies 
was superintendent of all the hospitals, having immediate charge of the 
Turkish hospital, with Dr M‘Gregor under his orders, in charge of the 
barrack hospital. Dr Menzies was appointed by Lord Raglan, on the 
recommendation of Dr Dumbreck and Dr Hall, and remained superin- 
tendent from the 26th of June, 1854, to 2nd of January, 1855. He 
alleges that during a portion of this time he was placed in an anomalous 
position, by the arrival, on the 4th of November, of Dr Cumming, his 
superior, who had been sent from England as member of the commission 
of inquiry, and to supersede him in his office when the inquiry of that com- 
| mission had been brought to a close. When the expedition sailed for the 
| Crimea, Major Sillery gave instructions to Dr Menzies, in pursuance, it is 
| said, of directions through Rear-Admiral,Boxer, from the Duke of Newcas- 
tle, repeated by Lieutesant-General Sir George Brown, to report on the ac- 
| commodation that could be provided in the hospitals for the sick and 
wounded who might be expected from the first operations of the army ; 
| Dr Menzies’ report, dated the 7th of August, will be found in the evidence. 
| Dr Menzies in this report impresses on the local military authorities, as 
| Dr A. Smith had before done in his letters to the Military Secretary at 
| the Horse Guards, the necessity of providing fit transports for the con- 
veyance of the sick and wounded. Dr Hall, the Inspector-General of the 
Army, was sent by Lord Raglan to inspect the hospitals in October. He 
| remained at Scutari about three weeks, and then reported them “to be 
in as good a state as could be reasonably expected.” Dr Menzies re- 
ported periodically to Dr Hall, as his official chief. Dr Menzies, although 
concurring in the opinion of Dr Hall, appears subsequently to have made 
several appeals to the commandant and to the purveyor for means of 
improving the condition of the hospitals; but either no measures, or no 
efficient and adequate measures, seem to have been adopted for the pur- 
pose. In justice to Dr Menzies, it must be admitted that he was engaged 
in incessant wnd onerous duties. Ile was consulted in all difficult surgi- 
cal cases, he performed the most serious operations himself. His time 
was occupied in invaliding men, holding boards, making monthly returns 
and quarterly returns,daily reports and weekly repoits ; reports to Dr Hall, 
| who was satisfied with the hospitals ; reports to Dr Smith, who could not 
interfere ; reports to the Duke of Newcastle, who was never informed of 
the real siate of things. Amid all these labours, he had no time left for that 
which should have been his principal duty—the proper superintendence 
of these hospitals. Dr Menzies states, ‘‘that he was overwhelmed by 
| the work of three deputy-inspectors when he gave up his charge,” “ his 
| health being then broken down.” This statement is confirmed by Dr 
Dumbreck, who having heard Dr Menzies’ evidence, says, ‘‘ the clashing 
| Of responsibility and confusion that existed in the administration of the 
| hospitals was not creditable to our system ; we seem to have fallen into 
| & state of inanition ; we had no purveyors, no orderlies, no hospital 
| corps. Dr Menzies | believe to have been clearly overworked, and put in 
| 
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a position that no man wasable to cope with.” The duties of Dr Menzies 
were further obstructed by a conflict of authority with the purveyor, 
who claimed to act independently, under the instructions of the Secre- 
tary at War. When one purveyor had been pronounced by a medical 
| board unfit for the active duties of his office, and was about to be re- 
moved, he was retained in the responsible situation by superior authority. 
All doubt as to the authority of the purveyor would have been re-

moved by proper instructions from the Secretary at War. 
were not, however, sent until the ldth of November. 
| mittee must declare it to be their opinion that blame attaches to Dr 
Menzies, inasmuch as he did not report correct by the circumstances 
| of the hospital ; he stated that he wanted nothing in the shape of stores 
or medical comforts at the time when his patients were destitute of the 
commonest necessaries. With this confirmation by Dr Dumbreck, 
Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals, of the whole testimony relating 
to this painful subject, your Committee are totally at a loss to compre- 
hend the report of Dr Hall, more especially with regard to the barrack 
hospital, the scene of so much misery and suffering. The Duke of New- 
Castle states “that the disgraceful condition of the hospitals was first 
brought under his notice in the middle of October.’ Dr Hall was at 
Scutari from the 3rd to the 23rd of that month. Dr Hall's report seems 
to have misled both Lord Raglan and the Government at home, and to 
have occasioned much delay in measures taken afterwards for the remedy 
of the evils, which might have been arrested earlier in their progress. 
The office of purveyor had been, with four exceptions, discontinued for 
many years, and there was difficulty in finding a person corapetent to per- 
form these duties. The selection of Mr Ward for this post was not fortu- 
| nate ; among other proofs of his unfitness, it appears that when an in- 
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quiry was instituted into the amount of the purveyor’s stores, no 

account could be produced of any stores later than the end of August. 

When it is remembered that the insufficiency of these stores was a 

source of much suffering, if not of more fatal results, it must be ob- 

served that heavy responsibility attaches to the Commander-in-Chief 

of the Forces, who, acting on the representation of the Quarter- 

master-General, retained Mr Ward in his office, after he had been 

pronounced unfit to discharge its duties. The Secretary at War 

had said, “There can be no objection to try Mr Ward, as I will 

promise, if he is not efficient, we will remove him.” When, however, 

the appointment had been made, the Commander of the Forces had the 

sole authority, and overruled the decision of the Medical Board. The 

appointment of Mr Wreford, who was sent as purveyor in chief, didnot 

remove these difficulties. The distinct duties of Mr Wrefordand Mr 
Ward were not understood by these officers, and the confusion was in- 
creased by new uncertainty. Mr Maxwell, the commissioner who was 
sent to inquire, seems to have returned undecided in opinion as to which 
of these two officers was answerable for the supply of stores. The apothe- 
cary’s department at Scutari was in no better condition; his store was the 
general depot, not only for the hospitals, but for the army in the East; 
yet he had no account of his stores, and never made an entry in his 
books from the 24th of September to the 28th of November. Your 
Committee are not aware under what instructions he was acting; but 
the late Secretary at War admits that such conduct was a gross derelic- 
tion of duty. It is, moreover, manifest that the Government had been 
deceived in regard to these hospital stores; since Mr Sidney Herbert 
had stated in the House of Commons, “ There have been all manner of 
forms to be gone through before these stores could be issued; with plenty 
materials, the forms were so cumbrous, that they never could be pro- 
duced with the rapidity necessary for the purposes of a military hos- 
pital.” It is now proved that if there were cumbrous forms inconve- 
niencing the service of the hospital, and aggravating the sufferings of the 
patients, there were at least no forms to protect the public purse against 
negligence or peculation. The distress in these hospitals would have been 
more severe, and thesufferings more acute, if private charity hadnot stepped 
in to redress the evils of official management. Assistance which had been 
discouraged as superfluous was eventually found to be essential for the 
lives of the patients. When the quantities of hospital stores which were 
sent from England are contrasted with the scarcity, or rather the abso- 
lute dearth of them at Scutari, and when the state of the purveyor’s 
accounts is remembered, it is impossible not te harbour a suspicion that 
some dishonesty has been practised in regard to these stores. From the 
returns in the appendix it appears that before the 24th of July, 5,717 
bedsteads, 9,000 beds and paillasses, 7,140 complete hospital dresses, 
5,000 linen and flannel shirts, with a full proportion of other articles, 
and utensils of all descriptions, were ordered by the Medical Board to be 
supplied and shipped by the Board of Ordnance. A Committee of the 
house could not efficiently prosecute an investigation into the disap- 
pearance of these stores; but the subject well deserves the consideration 
of the Executive Government. In order to show the dreadful discomfort 
of the men, and the neglect on the part of the authorities, it may be 
sufficient to state that in the barrack hospital at Scutari, during the 
month of November, while there were about 2,000 patients in that hos- 
pital, the whole number of shirts washed was only six. At a later 
period, it is fair to add that this glaring evil was mitigated. Major 
Sillery, either unprovided with special instructions for such an emer- 
gency, Or unacquainted with his powers and authority as military com- 
mandant, appears to have been completely paralysed in his attempts to 
govern the hospital under his orders. He was nnprovided with staff. Mr 
Stafford states that Major Sillery was afraid to incur the responsibility of 
directing payment for the labour of sixteen Turks, required for the re- 
moval of the worst nuisances. There is abundant proof throughout 
the evidence that the military officer in command at any stations where 
general hospitals are established possesses authority to direct expenditure, 
and to meet all cases of emergency or necessity beyond those provided 
for by the established regulations of the War-office. The immediate 
measures taken by the authorities at home—when the condition of the 
hospitals was more truly brought 'o their knowledge by the press and by 
private information than it had been by the medical officers—were the 
appointment of the Commission of Inquiry, and the instructions to Her 
Majesty’s Ambassador at Constantinople, which will be found in the ap- 
pendix. The Committee consider this last step to have been as inju- 
dicious as it was unavailing for the purpose fur which it was intended. 
If the division and uncertainty of responsibility was a serious evil, the 
evil could only be increased by the interference of another authority, 
having neither relation to nor connection with our military administra- 
tion. The instruction to the Ambassador to provide on application money 
and supplies for the wants of the hospitals would seem to imply that the 
authorities at home were as little aware as the commandant himself of 
the powers he possessed over the commissaries and purveyors. The want 
of an energetic governing authority, with an adequate staff to maintain 
constant inspection and efficient discipline, appears to your Committee 
to have been the chief cause of all the evils. 5,000 or 6,000 men, 
although in hospital, require the care, superintendence, and control of 
an efficient general officer, as much asthe same number in the field. Mr 
Herbert says that ‘‘ Major Sillery ought not to have been left in com- 
mand of the hospital; his military rank was not sufficient ;’”’ that his 
“ belief was, that Major Sillery worked very indefatigably in his depart 

ment, according to his own light, but that he was not a man of the rank 
in the army and the weight which he ought to have bad to be at the head 
of an establishment of such a gigantic character ;’ that a general officer 
ought to have been appointed from this country with fuli authority. 
Lord Hardinge states, “ that the command at Scutari ought to have been 
intrusted to an officer of higher rank and greater influence.” And Mr 
Herbert further states that the great pressure upon these hospitals, and 
the great calamities that occurred in them, took place while they were 
under the command of Major Sillery. It may not have been possible for 
Lord Raglan to have spared such an officer with a sufficient staff for 
this service in the pressing circumstances of his position in the Crimea,

| ous lead, and has left his permanent mark. 
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Your Committee regret that measures were not earlier taken either to 
reinforce the staff under Lord Raglan, so as to have enabled him to pro- 
vide more efficiently for this command, or to send out on the emergency 
a general officer of sufficient rank from England. While the matter was 
subsequently under consideration at home, Lord Raglan appointed Lord 
William Paulet, who superseded Major Sillery in the beginning of De- 
cember. The Duke of Newcastle sent especial instructions to Lord 
William Paulet on the 5th of January, which were followed by Mr 
Herbert’s further instructions on the 18th. It is fair to Lord William 
Paulet to add that a gradual amendment in the state of the hospital took 
place from the time of his assuming the command. Your Committee, in 
conclusion, cannot but remark, that the first real improvements in the 
lamentable condition of the hospitals at Scutari are to be attributed to 
private suggestions, private exertions, and private benevolence. A fund, 


| raised by public subscription, was administered by the proprietors 


of the Times newspaper, though Mr Macdonald, an intelligent and 
zealous agent. At the suggestions of the Secretary at War, Miss 
organised a band of nurses, 
the sick and wounded. The Hon. 
Jocelyn Percy, the Hon. and Rev. Sidney Godolphin Osborne, and Mr 
Augustus Stafford, after a personal inspection of the hospitals, furnished 
valuable reports and suggestions to the Government. By these means 
much suffering was alleviated, the spirits of the men were raised, and 
many lives were saved. ; 

Your Committee have now adverted to the chief points contained 
in noticing these 
various subjects they have divided them under distinct heads, in order 
fairly to apportion the responsibility. Your Committee report that the 
suffering of the army resulted mainly from the circumstaauce under 
which the expedition to the Crimea was undertaken and executed. 
The Administration which ordered that expedition had no adequate infor- 
mation as to the amount of the forces in the Crimea. They were not 
acquainted with the strength of the fortresses to be attacked, or with the 
resources of the country to be invaded. They hoped and expected the 
expedition to be immediately successful, and as they did not foresee the 
probability of a protracted struggle, they made no provision for a winter 
campaign. The patience and fortitude of this army demand the admira- 
tion and gratitude of the nation on whose behalf they have fought, bled, 
and suffered. Their heroic valour, and equally heroic patience under 
sufferings and privations, have given them claims upon their country 
which will doubtless be gratefully acknowledged. Your Committee will 
now close their report with a hope that every British army may in future 
display the valour which this noble army has displaved, and that none 
may hereafter be exposed to such sufferings as are recorded in these 
pages. 





THE LATE MR JOHN BLACK. 
(From the Daily News.) 

TaaT it may not always be said the newspaper press neglects its own 
members, we ask our readers to tolerate a few paragraphs to the memory 
of Mr John Black, who died on Tuesday last, at the age of 72. In 1810 
Mr Black, a native of Dunse, who had—chiefly by his own exertions— 
found means in Edinburgh to procure a good education, and had been in 
the office of a writer to the signet, was engaged by Mr Perry as a reporter 
for the Morning Chronicle. He had some very clever, not to say illus- 
trious associates; but while they left the paper for general literature, or 
the learned professions, Mr Black stuck to the newspaper press ; and 
though he industriously engaged in other literary work, and is known as 
the translator of Schlegel and various German authors, he never quitted 
the Chronicle till he finally left the press and London in 1843. Since 
then he has lived in retirement, cultivating in peace the horticulture he 
always loved, and devoted to books and reading, which had been his de- 
light through life. 

About 1817, Mr Perry, then becoming aged, selected Mr Black to 


| assist him in the editorial department; and for some time before Mr 


Perry's death, which took place in 1821, Mr Black had the chief manage- 
ment of the paper. After Mr Perry’s death he became the sole editor, 
and continued to fill this post, under the successive proprietorship of 
Mr Clement and Sir John Easthope, till he retired from his long and 
laborious task. For 33 years—with scarcely an intermission of toil or a 
holiday beyond spending his Sabbath in the country—did he fulfil the 
duties of a reporter and an editor of a morning paper, working when the 
bulk of maugkind were enjoying their evening recreations or taking need- 
ful sleep. From 1820 to 1833 he had no assistant contributors, and 
almost all the editorial matter that then appeared in the Chronicle was 
written exclusively by him. Subsequent to 1833 other persons wrote, 
but he was the chief contributor till he finally retired. To notice the 
many topics which through that long period engaged his attention, all 
of which were successively discussed with great knowledge and in an 
enlightened and philosophical spirit, would be to notice every historical 
event of the period. On some questions, however, he took a conspicu 
Intimately acquainted with 
the works of Smith and of all who had studied society as a science, or 
written intelligently of politics as an art, Mr Black was undoubtedly 
the most learned and most scientific editor of the day. Cobbett 
only meant to ridicule his knowledge and his wisdom by calling him 
Dr Black, and taunting him with “Scotch feelosophy ;” but the 
terms indicate, not unhappily, characteristics in Cobbett’s some-time 
antagonist, which that powerful, but not well-informed, popular writer 
never possessed. Thoughout his long career Mr Black was rather in ad- 
vance of the public, and advocated the commercial reforms begun by 
Wallace and Huskisson; the legal reforms much talked of and some- 
tim es proposed by Brougham ; the abolition of the Tests Acts and Church 
Rates; the reform of Parliament and free trade—before these subjects 
had become familiar to the public; and no man did more to prepare 
the way for the many great reforms he lived to see accomplished. From 
his position, he became acquainted with nearly 
men of the time.

Aqriculture. 
REPORTS ON CROPS AND PROSPECTS. 
Tue progress of the growing crops of wheat is most satisfactory. 
If a few more days of dry and warm weather occur, the blooming 
season will have passed over in the best manner, with every rea- 
son to hope for a good yield. It must, however, be borne in mind 
that we have yet six weeks before harvest, during which the cha- 
racter of the weather will naturally influence the crops; and un- 
less that interval prove more than usually hot, the harvest must 
be full a fortnight later thau in average seasons. Though some 
of the wheat fields are thin in plant, the large breadth sown and 
the very large portion of that breadth which will probably be very 
good, must, we believe, give us a full average atharvest. Barley 
and oats are likely to be good crops, hoth having greatly improved 
during the past week. Hay will be more scanty than it has been 
for some years, but from the fine weather will generally be well 
made. A good deal of grass, within 20 miles of London, is still 
standing, farmers having held off mowing in the hope of rain to 
give more “bottom grass.” 
The price of wool, which alone of agricultural produce has been 
low, is now advancing, and we find that dealers are inquiring ac- 
tively amongst farmers for parcels of wool.

SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS. 


(From Messrs Churchill and Sim's Circular.) 

London, July 6, 1855. 
The importation of wood hitherto in the present year, has not been 
great from Norway and the Baltic; is very small from the ports of 
New Brunswwick (nine cargoes only); and has not commenced from 
Canada. The trade of the spring appears by the dock deliveries to indi- 
cate much larger consumption than usual, which is natural when prices 
are very low; but this lesser import and extending consumption does 
not raise the price of wood; on the contrary, we have to report that 
nearly all the rates are lower, continua!ly sinking as sales proceed. Of 
foreign deals, the present stock seems to be 691,000 pieces ; at this period 
in 1854, it was 992,000 pieces. The stock of foreign battens is now 
610,000 pieces. Less stock and lower prices, with greater difficulty of sale 
than for deals. As the season opened late in the ports of Prussia, our 
stock of fir timber was reduced low, no supply from Sweden having 
reached us.

London, July 4, 1855. 
In giving a report of the position of the leather trade throughout the 
month of June, we have to use almost the same words as the three or 
four previous months have required—a full average amount of busiaess, 
without the advance in prices which the extraordinary high rates of the 
raw material would justify. The supply of leather has been generally 
abundant, with a few exceptions, and we have rarely had occasion #0 
make in our monthly price current fewer alterations in prices. The demand 
for leather for army purposes continues steady. The position of the raw 
hide market has not materially altered during the month. The imports 

from the River Plate are few, but their places are in some degree fill 
by the recently increased supplies from the Cape and New South Wales.

During the greater part of last month demand was active for all de- 
scriptions, and sales may be estimated at fully 1,800 bhds, part of which 
was taken on speculation. The market has assumed a much firmer cha- 
racter, and for Western leaf and strips advanced rates have been in 
several instances obtained; holders of the latter appear very sanguine as 
to prospective prices, and show no desire to press sales at our extreme 
quotations. For exportation a more extensive business would have been 
transacted if suitable sorts had been obtainable; but stock has become 
so much reduced, that selections of good and fine sorts, even to a very 
limited extent, cannot be effected. Latest advices from Richmond and 
New Orleans report very strong markets, and express sanguine opinions 
as to a continuance of high prices.

In wools of home growth an active business has been dove throughout 
the country, and growers who are at all prepared to accept market value 
find no difficulty in effecting sales, but there is in many cases a disposition 
to stand out for extreme rates. The clip, as far as has been ascertained, 
is reported to be both light in quantity and the wool is not so sound as 
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usual, the healthy growth having been checked by the severity of the 
season. The contracts for military clothing are about being completed, 
but it is probable that, before long, further orders will be given out. East 
India continues in demand at late rates, but the sales have been quite of 
a retail nature, and only a small quantity has arrived since the public 
sales. Buenos Ayres of fair to fine qualities are in demand, and full 
prices have been obtained. In common qualities there has been rather 
more done, but at no improvement in value.

Sugar.—Since our last report of the 23rd ult., shipments have con- 
tinued on a large scale, amounting from hence and Matanzas to 125,232 
boxes, against 98,719 boxes last year during the corresponding space of 
time. The total exports from both ports, since the Ist of January up te 
date, show the following proportion, viz., 702,199 boxes, against 613,021 
boxes in 1854. The market, after having been slightly checked by the 
news of the increase of the duty on sugar in England, has since fully re- 
gained its former position, in consequence of the more favourable accounts 
from Europe ; and of late the demand has been brisk again for all classes, 
with the exception of whites, which are rather neglected. We, conse- 
quently, cannot alter our quotations of the 23rd ult., large vessels havin 
since been taken up, both for Europe and the United States; an 
planters enhancing their pretensions, even a rise of present prices is net 
at all unlikely. Molasses, clayed—Vessels are loading here and at out- 
ports at 3} rs to 4 rs, and muscovado molasses at 4} rs to 44 rs per keg of 
54 gallons.

CHARTER PARTIES. 


To the Editor of the Economist, 

Si1n,—I wns taken very much aback last Seturday by Lord Camp- 
bell’s charge to the jury, in the case of “ Reid v. Hoskins,” on the 
subject of lay days, and the respective obligotion of parties under an 
ordinary charter party for grair, seed, or other produce. 

It his lordship’s law be sound, I tuke upon myself to state that the 
shipping interest during my Many years’ exptrience has been most 
unfairly treated in innumerable grain charters. The termination to 
which his constraction led appears to me 60 entirely to change what 
has been generally understood, hitherto, that I trust you willafford me 
the opportunity of directing the commercial and shipping interests, 

| attention to it, in order that measures may be devised better adapted 
than the present forms of charter for defending mutual obligations 
and binding both parties. 

AsI understand them, the facts appear to have been thus :— 

Reid's ship, the Themis, was chartered by the defendant Hoskins to 
load a cargo of produce at Odessa for the United Kingdom, the 
charterer being allowed 45 lay days certain, with the option ot 10 
days more, by paying for the latter so much per day as demurrage, that 
is, the defendaut had 55 days at Odessa (it he chose to expend them), 
before the captain was, under ordinary circumstances, entitled to 
leave the loading part without a cargo. At least, we middle men, as 
brokere, have hither understood that to be the law, and, I believe, so 
did commercial men and shipowners, however hard some cases may 
have been under that construction. ; 

Now, as I gather the facts, about the time the ship reached 
Odessa, the Russia Government had laidan embargo on the wheat 
belonging to the dependant and all other parties, and thus rendered 
| that article, although purchased, unattainable. Upon this the defen- 
dant’s agent writes to him to London for instructions, who on re- 
ceipt is said to have remitted fresh funds, with orders to ship 
linseed, which was not prohibited. In the interim, the defendant's 
agent at Odessa, fearing war, appears to have treated with the cap- 
tain for abandoning the charter, which came to nothing. 

Before the defendant's funds reached Odessa for providing linseed, 
and about the Ist Apri!, the Allies’ declaration of war became known 
at Odessa, at which period 20 lay days out of 55 had been con- 
sumed, but still leaving ample time for all purposes, had not war 
then made further traffic Ligh treason, and thus terminated the 
charter party. ; 

I observe the plaintiffs maintained, that prior to any declaration 
of war, the act and deed of the defendant’s Odessa agent amounted 
toa breach of the charter. Lad the captain protested, and left when 
that breach had occurred, the fact would have stood on that ground ; 
but | understand he remained daily calling on the consignee until 
war terminated all engagements. Even then no protest is made for 
what is termed a breach created nearly seven wecks before he k ft. 

Iam not versed in the law of evidence. Here, however, the de- 
fendant offers documentary and oral proof that he did intend to load 
seed after the prohibition of his wheat, and to establish that, so far 
from cancelling, or being @ party to any breach of charter, funds 
were positively sent and did reach in ample time to load within the 
vessel’s lay days, had not the war rendered it illegal to furnish her 
| with a cargo. 
| The Judge held such evidence inadmissible, but allowed the evi- 
| dence of brother captains, going to the effect that they casually over- 
| heard language which seemed to them (who were possibly similarly 
| Situated) a breach of charter. 
| The substance of this case amounts to this :— 








1. That the charterer is not permitted to prove that the very 
measures adopted were totally inconsistent with any breach of charter 
or disinclination to load. 

2. That a ship is not bound to consume the prescribed lay days in 
~ — ot temporary impediments to ship the article intended 

or her. 

3. That a captain is not bound to make, or intimate a protest giving 
his consignee warning of his inteution. 

Possibly 1 may in some particulars have misunderstood the case; 
but that a vessel is entitled to assume a breach without protest or 
| any notice to the consignee, is a state of the law of charter which I, 





at least, had no idea of. But trom the high legal authority, I presume 
this verdict wou!d not be permitted to stand undisturbed. 
Personally, I have not in any respect the least interest in the case 
beyond a desire to see our shipping contracts based on principles more 
likely than this to be for the advantage of a'l concerned ; and I 
trust that the great importance of this case to the commercial world 
will procure an insertion for this in your valuable journal.—I am, Sir, 
yours, respectfully, A SHIPBROKER.

To 
this state of the law, great, and, he believed, just objections were enter- | 
tained, and he read the resolution adopted by the house on the 22d of 
June, 1854, declaring the law to be unsatisfactory and to require modifi- 
cation. He adduced instances of the severe operation of the law, which 
practically prohibited innocent and profitable undertakings. As no sound 
reason could be alleged for such a law, which did not exist in other com: | 
mercial countries, and foreign experience had been strongly in favour of || 
limited liability, he thought it not unreasonable to propose a change in | 
this part of our’commercial law, the effect of which would be to make it | 
analogous to the French law of Commandite and the limited partner- | 
ship of the United States. Heving shortly stated the provisions of the || 
bill, which would authorise the loan of money, under agreement to share | 











in the profits of a concern, without rendering the lender liable beyond | 
the amount of his share, he expressed his conviction that the change 

would be productive of great social advantages ; that the gentry would 

not be, as at present, indisposed to advance money to be embarked in 
trade. With regard to joint’stock companies, they were partnerships | 
with a large number of members, under a deed of settlement ; but asthe | 
shareholders, who were constantly fluctuating, had no voice in the | 
management of the concern, the bond of mutual trust and confidence | 
which connected private partners did not exist ; yet the Directors had | 
the power of binding the shareholders to the full extent of their fortunes.

joint stock companies. He pointed out the vicious principle upon which 
the existing law and practice with reference to these companies were | 
founded, and their injurious effects. The power exercised by the Board | 
of Trade, of relaxing the law, he considered odious, and that the limitas | 
tion of the liability of joint stock companies ought to be general, care 
being taken that no one dealing with them should be liable to be deceived 
in his contracts; the bill, accordingly, provided that such companies &s 
chose to carry on their concerns upon the basis of a limited liability 
should give ample notice that they did so. The measure exempted 
from its operation banks and insurance companies. 7 

Mr Glyn pointed out distinctions between this and other commercial 
countries which, in his opinion, destroyed the argument in favour of 
this change drawn from analogy. For all the purposes of commerce 
there was no want of capital in this country. He believed that the law, 
as regarded joint stock companies, required alteration. ; 

After some further discussion, the bills were agreed to.—Adjourned. 

Monday, July 2. 

Lord R. Grosvenor withdrew his Sunday Trading Bill. 

Lord Palmerston brought up a message from Her Majesty to the effect 
that, taking into consideration the recent and brilliant services of the late 
Lord Raglan, and desirous, in respect of these and of his other distin- 
guished merits, to confer some signal mark of her favour upon his 
widow, his son and successor to the title, and the next surviving heir 
male of the late Lord, Her Majesty recommended to the house the adop-

that purpose. 

On the order for resumirg the adjourned debate on the second reading 
of the Education (No. 2) Bil', 

Sir J. Pakington moved that the order be discharged. His reasons for 
not proceeding with the bill this session were, he said, first, a deference 
to the wish of the house not to discuss, at that period of the session, a 
measure not likely to pass; secondly, a belief that any decision on the 
bill would be taken under disadvantageous circumstances. 

After some discussion, the order was discharged. 

Several bills passed through committee or were read a second time, 
and others were read a third time and passed.—Adjourned. 


Tuesday, July 3. 


The house resolved itself into committee, to consider the Royal mes- 
sage recommending the house to provide some material token of recog- 
nition for the services of Lord Raglan. 

Lord Palmerston briefly recapitulated the acts and qualities that had 
distinguished the deceased officer, and pointed out the benefits which, in 
peace or war, serving against an enemy or in cementing a cordial friend- 
ship with allies, the country had derived from them. Feeling convinced 
that the sense of gratitude was deeply and generally felt, both in the

The motion was carried unanimously.

| the army, had failed in its ostensible object, was unjustin its working, 
| inconsistent with the principles and practice of other public departments, 
| and ought to be discontinued as speedily as was compatible with a just

The hon. member was proceeding to offer arguments in 
support of his motion, when the house was counted out. 


Wednesday, July 4.

| Ireland to receive payment of expenses in certain cases; a bill to

spirits by unlicensed persons and illicit distillatio in Ireland.—Adjourned. 


Thursday, July 5. 

In reply to Mr Ewart, 

Mr Wilson said, the quantity of coal produced at Heraclia and other 
places on the south coast of the Euxine had increased to 60,000 tons 
per annum, sufficient for the supply of the French and English navies in 
that sea; that the royalty payable to the Turkish Government was 10s 
per ton, and the cost of the coal was 15s per ton, making the total cost 
| on board 253; but it was expected that it would be reduced to about

The entire evening was expended upon the 14th clause—an important 
one—the debate being diversified by the discussion of a question respect- 
ing three disputed votes, which was referred to the Speaker. Ultimately, 
the clause was negatived by 138 to 102. 

The house then went into committee upon the Merchant Shipping 
Act Amendment Bill, the Chairman reporting progress. 

Leave was given to introduce certain bills, and, the remaining business 
having been disposed of, the house adjourned.

HEALTH OF LonDon puRING THE WeEK.—In the week that ended 
last Saturday the deaths of 1,273 persons, of whom 669 were males and 
604 females, were registered in London. The return shows an increase 
on thatof the previous week, when the number was 1,075. This re- 
sult is not caused by an increased mortality, but by an influx into the 
registers (which is usual at the end of a quarter) of cases returned by 
coroners, which have accumulated during previous weeks. Last week 
the births of 879 boys and 853 girls, in all 1,732 children, were regis- 
tered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1845-54 
the average number was 1,484. The reading of the barometer at the 
Royal Observatory, Greenwich, rose to 30.25 in. by the morning of 
Wednesday, which was the highest reading in the week. The mean 
reading was above 30 in. on every day till Friday, and the mean of the 
week was 30.048 in. The mean temperature of the week was 63 deg., 
which is 1.8 deg. above the average of the same week in 38 years. The 
mean temperature was above the average on every day after Monday ; 
and on Wednesday, when it was 66 8 deg., it was 5.6 deg. above the 
average. On that day the highest temperature of the week occurred, 
and was 80.5 deg.; the lowest on Monday, and was 47.7 deg. The high- 
est reading of a thermometer in the sun was 105 deg. on Saturday. The 
mean dew-point temperature of the week was 52°8 deg., and the differ- 
ence between this and the mean temperature of the air was 10.1 deg. 
The temperature of the water of the Thames was 62°4 deg. No rain 
fell in the week. 

DEMONSTRATION IN Hypk PARK.—A powerful demonstration was made 
by the working classes in Hyde Park on Sunday last,’upwards of 100,000 
persons being present, against the Sunday Trading Bill. A serious col- 
lision with the police was the consequence, and upwards of 100 persons 
were captured. On their cases being heard at the police-office, the 
majority of the prisoners were discharged with a caution. 





FOREIGN AND COLONIAz. 


FRANCE. 


The new French loan for 750,000,000f or 30,000,000/ sterling, is to be 
conducted on the same arrangement as the last, namely, by appealing 
to the nation. Subscriptions for small sums will be received in full, and 
large sums be lisble to a pro rata deduction if the total subscriptions 
exceed the required amount. In addition to this mvasure, in order to 
supply the want of the public treasury in connection with the requirements 
of the war, the taxes on three items are to be increased, namely—1. To 
raise the duty on alcohols, on and after the Ist of August next, from 34f 
to 50f the hectolitre. 2. To levy, fromthe same date, a duty of one- 
tenth on the whole, in place of on the third of the pissenger receipts on 
railway lines, and to extend that du'y to goods conveyed by quick trains ; 
and 3. To add, from the date of the promulgation of the law, gnother 
10 per cent. to the amount of indirect taxation subject to the old war 10 
per cent. The object of levying an increased tax on these articles is to 
provide for the interest on the loan 

Paris is beginuing to feel the influence of the Universal! Exhibition, 
The Parisian manuf.cturers are also benefiting by it, and afford labour 
to numerous operatives who#had been out of work for the last six weeks. 
The accounts from Lyons and St Etienne are still most favourable. Many 
of the Lyons articles had increased in price,—plain velvet 25c p r yard 
and velvet-nouveauié 25 percent. A nearly similar movement was ob- 
served at Elbcuf, Turcoing, andin al! the industriai districts in the 
north. Transactions were also active in Alsace. At Rouen, business was 
calm, after being very brisk, during the last two months. The advices 
from all parts of the country as to the prospect of the coming harvest 
are of a satisfactory character. ‘The continued cold and rain, which 
had for a moment endangered it, have been succeeded by genial summer 
weather, and the fie!ds have experienced a migical change. Prices have 
accordingly declined in all the markets, and the holders who speculated 
on an insufficiency of grain until the next crop hasten to dispose of their 
stock. Flour of superior quality has fallen in Paris from 95f to 93f per 
sack of 157 kilogrammes, and the infe ior sorts were offered at from 87f 
to 92f. There is no change in the cattle or wine markets. 

The Moniteur has published two decrees—one extending to the 31st of 
December next the permission previously granted until the 31st inst. to 
foreign vessels to carry corn, flour, rice, potatoes, and dry vegetables be- 
tween France and Algeria; and the other extending the interdiction to 
the 31st of December next against the export of wheat and barley from 
Algeria to foreign countries, 





UNITED STATES. 

The mercantile news is not so satisfactory to the manufacturing and 
mercantile interests. Foreign goods were in less demand, but at steady 
rates. One account says :—* The auction business continues rather lively, 
but its leading features have not varied materially. It is easy to sell 
seasonable productions, which ace not abundant, under present circum- 
stances, at full prices; but it is quite as difficult to find buyers on any 
terms for unpopular goods. The preparations for the next season’s trade 
are being made with some degree of liberality, and even boldne-s; bat, 
so far, what has been completed in this way has given no evidence of 
extravagance in any respect.” The total value of the importations for 
the week ending June 15 was 1,557,253 dols, whilst the exports were to 
the extent of 2,901,857 dols. This result shows a reaction in the re- 
lative movements of trade. ‘The export from January | to June 14 of the 
present year is returned at 11,820,792 dols, against 17,848,290 dols for 
the corresponding period of 1854, being a net decrease in the present 
year of 5,727,598 dols. The shipments of specie had reached 15,735,963 
dols. The banx returns for the week showed an. increase in discounts of 
991,288 dols; increase in deposits of 720,665 dols; decrease in specie 
of 26,597 duls ; decrease in circulation of 50,407 dols.

In spirits, wines, ales, and 
beers, the favourite brands obtain a very Jarge advance upon their in- 
voices, whilst inferior or unknown brands are with difficulty got rid of. 
In the next important item in our list of imports, piece goods, an exten- 
sive sale by Messrs W. Dean and Co., occupying three days during the 
past week, demands attention, The net proceeds were over 16,000/. 
The winter goods adapted to our market obtained about 15 per cent. ad- 
vance. Plain silk goods, 10 per cent. advance. Fancy goods about 15 
per cent. discount. Coburgs and French merinos, about invoice prices. 
Blankets, from invoice prices to 10 per cent. advance. As usual in large 
consignments, unsuitable and unseasonable goods were included, and 
were sold at very low rates.”

INDIA AND CHINA. 

The commercial advices are stil] unfavourable. The demand for manu- 
factured goods, both in India and China, was heavy ; but no material fall 
had taken place in the quotations. 

It is reported that Sir John Bowring has succeeded ia making a valu- 
able treaty with Siam. According to these statements, which have yet to 
be verified, the Rattler, in which he was conveyed, was admitted up to the 
capital, and is the first foreign ship of war allowed that privilege. He was 
well received, and the terms of the treaty are said to include the free ad- 
mission of our vessels and the abolition of the admeasurement duties, 
which have hitherto operated so as to destroy all healthful trade, while it 
is likewise asserted that the system of monopolies and farms is to be 
abandoned in favour of low ad valorem import duties, On the whole the 
| treaty is represented to be much more liberal than those we have with 
| China, and such as cannot fail to lead to important results if the King 

should prove able to maintain his policy against the retrograde party. 
Catcurta, May 16.—Our export market during the past week has 
shown no symptoms of animation, and the little that has been done has 
on account of previous engagements.

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Museum or Economic Botany. A Popular Guide to the Royal 
Gardens of Kew. By Sir W.J.Hooxer. Longmans, Pateraoster 
row. 

w the preface t» this valuable little book the following account is 
ven of the origin and formation of the Economic Museum at Kew :— 
ORIGIN OF THE MUSEUM. 

ln the year 1847, Her Mejeety Queen Victoria was graciously pleased to 
commend that those grounds at Kew which had been devoted to the kitohen 
and forcing department, should be added to the Royal Botanic Garden, 
together with the stoves and other buildings. An excellent brick structure, 
occupied in part by the dwelling of one of the foremen, and in part as rooms 
for preserving fruit for the use of the Palace, was thereby vacated ; and it 

occurred to the Director that, with a little alteration, thie might be made a 

deposit for all kinds of useful and curious vegetable , which neither 

the living plants of the garden nor the specimens in the Herbariam could ex- 
hibit; and that such a collection would render great service, not only to the 
scientific botanist, but to the merchant, the manufacturer, the physician, the 
cbemist, the druggist, the dyer, the carpenter, and cabinet maker, and artisans 
of every deccription, who might here find the raw material (and, to a certain 
extent, aleo the manufactured or prepared article) employed in their several pro- 
feesions, correctly named, and accompanied by some account of its origin, history, 
mative country, &c., either attached to the specimens or recorded in a popular 
catalogue. The suggestion was communicated to the heads of the establish- 
ment, the Commissioners of Her Mejesty’s Woods and Forests: leave was asked 
to convert the building (at first, in part) into a Museum, and orders were given 
for one large room to be formed, with a gallery, side-lights and eky-light, and 
fitted up with glezed mural and teble cases. The foundation of the Museum 
consisted of the Director's private collection (presented by himrelf), some few 
objects already belonging to the garden, chiefly fruite and seeds, and some given 
by Mr John Smith, whose son, Mr Alexander Smith, received the appintment of 
Carator. Scarcely were the doors opened to the public, when specimens of 
various kinds were received from all quartere, eo that it soon became necersary 
to enlarge our accommodation, till, in the present year (1855), all the ten 
roome of the building and ali the passages are completely filled, and a very 
large quantity of articles are pit aside for want of epace to exhibit them. We 
have now applied to the Crown for an entirely new structure, suited to the 
increased and continually increasing collection, and worthy alike of the noble 
gardens of which itis a part, and of the nation. One bas but to see the crowds 
frequenting in summer the existing Museum (so great that the Director finds 
it frequently impossible to enter at public hours with distinguished viritors, 
who desire to have objects explained to them), to be satistied of the deep 
interest the public take in such a collection,—a collection that at once appeals 
to the faculties and underetandings, showing the practical uses of the study and 
application of botany, and the services thus rendered to mankind. It has 
done more to recommend and to popularise (if I may use the expression) the 
ecience that communicates a knowledge of the vegetable creation, than al] the 
princely palme, the gorgeous water lillies, the elegant ferns, &c., &0., which 
grace the tropical houses of these noble gardens. 
The crowds who frequent the Museum must be to Sir W. Hooker 
the most gratifying proof of the vast utility of his labours and of the 
lan which the book describes. The advantages of the Museum will 
increased by the handbook he now publishes, which was the only 
thing required to make the Museum thoroughly available and 
thoroughly useful. Mankind seem only now beginning to know a little 
of the manifold wonders of the earth they inhabit, aud beginning to 
understand a small part of the utility to man himself to be found ir 
all its teeming products. All Nature inculcates kindness and gen- 
tleness, by the prodigious beneficence with which she has endowed 
the world for man’s use. She delights, as we begin to perceive, 
in decking the earth with objects that afford him pleasure and 
that minister to his delight. She provides him with milk and 
wine and oil, and cups and bowls conveniently to drink them; with 
soft substances for garments, wood and stone tor dwellings, and fruits 
and corn for food; and the more we see of her productions in all the 
various climates of the globe, the more we become sensible of the 
great importance of man, and the more strongly are we enjoined to re- 
spect the being whom the Creator marvellousiy honours. Shall we in 
our ignorance restrain, hamper, injure, punish, torture, kill the crea- 
tures for whose freedom, enjoyment, and greatness He has provided 
so beneficently? The Economic Museum may teach the rude and 
vulgar, by showing them how the Creator cares for the meanest of 
our race, to respect themselves and respect their fellows. We would 
have all the patrons of despotism and restriction, from the mighty 
Czar down to the lowest meddler who would inflict prohibivory 
laws on others, study in Sir W. Hooker's book and in his collection 
at Kew the little that is yet known of all which Nature has done 
for man, and blush at the silly attempt to promote improvement 
by impeding enjoyment. Let them, instead of forming Jow and 
degrading notions of the being so, “like a God’ ?—no! the poet was 
wrong—but so cared for, protected, provided, hedged round with en- 
joyment, and honoured by His Creator, elevate their own conception 
to a true sense of man’s high dignity, aud forbear to degrade it by re- 
strictions and coercion. We earnestly recommend all the advocates 

for hanging and knouting and prohibitions, to study with Sir W. 

Hooker’s book in their hands, ia the Museum of Economic Botany, 

what Nature has done for the welfare of the beings they desire to 

scourge, maim, and destroy. 





TraVELs AND ADVENTURES IN THE Province or Assam. By 
Major Jonn buTLer. Smith, Elder, and Co. 
If “the forty years’ peace ” had been a historical fact, and notmerely 
a historiographer’s phrase; if the science of political economy had 
reached such a height of development, that the statistics of the dis- 
trict of Now Gong for the present age might reasonably be expected 
to find readers in the next; if we, poor slaves at the desk, who can 
hardly find time to learn the manners of our own country, 
could possibly bring ourselves to take an interest io the man- 
ners and customs of the Assamese hill-tribes denominated Angahmee 
Negahs, Kookier, Meekirs, and Rengmah Nagahs; or if, to conclude, 
in the absence of all these convictions, Major Butler had been gifted 
with the power of making an amusing book out of very scanty mate- 
rials,—then, indeed, the volume before us might have proved a valua- 
ble addition to our jibrery. But, as it is, we fear, we can promise it 
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only @ small circle of readers, consisting of euch as take a special 
interest in the affairs of Assem, and of the few, who like ourselves, 
are obliged to read a great many pages in order to write a very few 
lines. 

The great fault of Major Butler as en author seems to be in a want 
of discrimination between that which he was obliged to observe and 
remember, or note down, as an officer in command of troops, or as a 
civilservant of the Indian Government, and that which is likely to in- 
terest the general reader. There is by no means a want of matter 
answering the latter description ; but it is so deeply hidden beneath the 
driest and most pedantic details and repetitions, so thickly orerlaid 
with pompous specialities and trivial historical data—tne consequence 
of an over-estimated importance attributed to ‘‘expeditions,”—that 
it is rather difficult to be got at. We doubt whether many readers will 
be able to refrain from smiling at the sight of a little sketch, repre- 
senting the ‘‘ Hill Fort Konomab, Angahmee Nagah Hills, taken by 
troops, composed of &c., &c., &c,” (among which troops even the 
doctor and apothecary arefimmortalised) executed with more preci- 
sion and minuteness of detail than any map of Sebastopol we have 
yet seen, and accompanied by a lengthy description of the siege, wound 
up in these terms:— 

On reaching the defences, a deep and wide trench stopped all further pro- 
gress; and as it was flanked at each end by an abrupt prec'pice, and exposed 
to showers of epears, musketry, and stoner, the troops were obliged to retire 
to the spot where the guns first opened tire, and there bivouacked for the 
night. It wae extremely cold, and as they were without food, water, or 
shelter, the eufferings of all were very great. ‘To prevent a surprise, a desul- 
tory fire was kept up during the night on the enemy’s position ; and on the 
morning of the lith, when the party rose to resume hostilities, the friendly 
Nagahe reported that the enemy hadjevacuated the fort, and our troops imme- 
diately took possession of it, 

Thus fell one of the strongest forts ever seen in Assam, after a siege of sixteen 
hours’ duration. Our loss in wounded on this occasion consisted of two Havil- 
dare, three Naicks, one Bugler, and twenty-five Sipaheer, and three Sipahees 
were killed. The mountains were covered with snow on the 12tb, and the could 
was extreme,so much so, that it was with difficulty the Sipahecs cold be 
prevented from leaving the fort whilst it was being dismantled, 

Then follow Major Butier’s despatches to head-quarters, full of 
matters of general interest, for which we must refer the reader to the 
book itself. 

This, however, was a bloody campaign. Not thus—as Major 
Butler would say—an earlier one, ‘Thirty-six days of marching and 
fighting in an enemy’s country ended in the death of the Mejor’s cook, 
whose store of opium was exhausted. ‘ The object of this expedition 
was to meet the Angahmee Nagah chiefs, and, by aconciliatory inter- 
course, so preparing them to co-operate with me in repressing their 
annual murderous and marauding excursions against our more peace- 
able subjects,” and was attended with complete success. ‘lhe descrip- 
tion is rather interesting, and the company must have been pleasant. 
Lieut. Campbell, at least, was decidedly a wag :— 

AN ASSAM CAMP SHAOE, 

Tn the afterncon, Lieutenant Campbell, seeing innumerable tracks of wild 
animals, deer, elephants, buffaloes, aud rhinoceroser, mounted his elephant for 
a little sport; he had ecarcely left the camp when he came upon two rhino- 
ceroser, in the midst of miry reed jungle twenty feet high. With great dex- 
terity he instantly fired two shots at the animal nearest him, and, by a happy 
accident, the ball not only passed through the head of the animal aimed at, 
but lodged in the head of another rhinoceros standing c!ose by it; when, to 
his surprise, both animals fell dead on the spot. One rhinoceros having fallen 
on the iege of the other, Lieutenant Campbell was firmly convinced th«t his 
first shot missed and the second ball proved fatal to both animals; it seems 
almost incredible, but there is no reason to doubt the fact. 

On the ninth of November the cook consumed his last grain of 
opium, and on the 10th he remained behind in the jungle, unable to 
proceed, and refusing to be carried, The object of the expedilion is 
attained :— 

THE FIRST STEP TO SLAVERY. 

All the chiefs were summoued to witness the taking of the oaths adminis- 
tered to them according to their own moat solemn ceremonies. Written agree- 
mente were drawn out by us (for the Nagahs have no written language) and 
thoroughly explained to them, and, to show their assent to the proceedings, 
they placed a double-barrelled gun between their teeth, after this a sword and 
@ spear, aud declared that, if they swerved from tbeir oaths, they would fall 
by the one or the other. Ina their egreemente, they promised not to molest their 
neighbours in future; to abstain from plundering excursions, and cutting off the 
heads of any Nagabe or other class ; to refer all dieputes to Britieh authorities: 
not to commence hostilities with any clan without their sanction; and annu- 
ally to pay tribute as « token of allegiance to the British Government, who, in 
return, would redress their grievances, protect them from aggressions, and 
secure their general welfare by such meaeures as would conduce to their happi- 
bese, 

A few pages further on, we find the following, conceived in a spirit 
of truly Russian encroachment, strikingly exemplifying the character 
of our 

“ PROGRESS IN THE EAST.” 

A thannah and police militia have been Jocated at Sumokhoo-Ting eince 
1846, and the Anghamee Naghas have received our advances very favourably, 
and entreated that other posie might be established amongst them. When th 
is accomplished, and this tribe submits to t»xation, which is anticipated to oc- 
cur at no very distant day, there will, probably, not be any insuperable‘difficulty 
in crossing the southern mountains to the Khyendwen river, estimated at about 
eight days’ journey from Moz. -mab. 

Tne following is rather curious, as showing Major Butler’s idea of 
the most essential qualifications for improvemeut:— 

THE NAGAHS. 

The Nagaks are the most unprejudiced race I have ever met with as regards 
their diet. They eat dozs, rate, elephants, tigere, rhinocero-es, cow?, pigs, aud 
fowls ; but, strange to say, they have no ducks, A dead elephant is esteemed 
&- great prize as well as a delicacy. The flesh is merely dried in the emoke and 
eaten without any further cooking, either roasting or boiling. They are ex- 
tremely fond of spirituous liquorr, the stronger, the better; we gave them 
wine, beer, and brandy; the latter wae highly approved of, but the bitter 
taste of the beer they did not at ail relish ; they did not like either vinegar or 
sauces, or anything sour; but sugar, jams, aniseed, or anything sweet, pleased 
them much, and they immediately asked for more. In fact they ate and drank 
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of aaa them, and smoked our cheeroots with great satisfac 
tion. such @ people could receive a moral education, how soon would their 
habits of rapine and murder be changed, and their fertile, well-watered soil, be 
converted into one of the most beautiful tracts oa which mortals could reside, 

The reader will not fail to see that for the student who will take the 
trouble to find out what he may skip,’ and what he should read, this 
book is by no means devoid of interest.

The present returns show an increase of circulation, 608,654 ; 
a decrease of public deposits, 339,6861 ; an increase of private de- 
posits, 210,2791; an increase of securities, 643,486, the increase 
consisting entirely of private securities; a decrease of bullion, 
150,4511; an increase of rest, 13,7881; and a decrease of reserve, 
773,8711. Last week, then, the Bank was losing bullion, but we 
believe that the drain has not continued in the present week. 
Last week the public service made great demands on the Bank, 
the money having been taken probably for payment at the dock- 
yards, &c., and salaries at various places distant from the metro- 
polis, and the public deposits were diminished. The increase in 
Frivate securities—a considerable sum—is probably now chiefly 
due to advances made by the Bank on the deposit ot securities. 

Money continues in good demand, but it is at the same time 
plentifuily supplied. The terms are rather easier. The best biils, 
which could not be discounted last week under 34, can this week be 
discounted a shude lower, or even at 3 per cent. Before the divi- 
dends are paid, ther, money ‘s becoming easier, the ¢ ffect of trade not 
being very active and not making very large demands on capital, and 
the arrival of large r: m'ttances. 

The exchanges on Paris, where the funds have continually im- 
proved since Monday, have become firmer, anc, though some of the 
fine Australian go!d may still go, it is not generally profitable to export 
gold to Paris. A report has prevailed that it is intended to defer 
contracting the loan till October, and these. facts are supposed to be 
the consequence and to corroborate the report.

Of course the money dealers, to 
get business, must go below the Bank rate, but the fact of their getting the rate 
you mention makes it pretty certain that, but for the Bank having fixed the 
rate of discount so low as 3;, the rate io the market woul! go higher. 

As you justly remark, there is always, prior to the payment of the dividends 
a little demand for money; and though it is not desirable that advantage 
should be taken of this to demand an unreasonably high rate of discount, the 
Bank might very fairly have maintained the moderate rate of 4 per cent., and 
that establishment euffers itself a lose of profit, and aleo causes a similar loss to 
allother money lenders, by a reduction of the rate ofiaterest which is not neces- 
sary, and which, moreover, is a mearure of questionable policy as regards the 
well-being of the country under existing circumstances, A Banker.

On this communication we only wish to observe that the evidence 
of the returns is in favour of the Bank getting bills, because the 
increase in private securities has been going on for two or three weeks 
and has not been to a very great amount, while in ordinary cases the 
advances made on securities lodged is for considerable sume, and the 
increase in private securities is then not gradua!, but occurs in masses.

It is understood that, in compliance with a generally expressed 
wish, the Directors of the Bank of Eogland have decided upon 
opening a branch bank at the west-end of the town as soon as suit- 
able premises are obtained, to give all the facilities to its customers 
given at the parent establisiiment. 

An application, by a number of influentialcapitalists, has been made 
to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, to request that the holders of 
the new loan should be allowed 2 per cent. if they choose to antici- 
pate the payment of the remaining instalments. 

We understand that the inconvenience occasioned to all the houses 
which issue circulars, by an announcement from the Post-office that 
the advantage hitherto enjoyed of transmitting commercial circulars 
by the post-office under the newspaper stamp law was withdrawn, has 
been remedied.

trade. The Messrs Powell, whose leather circulars are extremely 
_ valuable, have taken an active part in getting the threatened obstruc- 
| tion removed, and have been successful. 

Oar only news of the New, York money market is that an abundant 
supply of capita), and inactivity of general trade, are still the leading 
| characteristics in financial and trade circles. Money rates are 5 per 
| cent. on call, and 6 to 7 per cent. on good business paper. 
A great change has latterly taken place in the silver coinage of the 
| United States. The Nationa! Inieliigencer states that the United 
| States Treasury is now burtheved witn the custody of over five mil- 
lions of doliars in small silver change, from half-dollars to three cent 
| pieces Two or three years ago there was a universal complaint of 
the scarcity of small coins, either American or foreign. Mr Hunter's 
Coinage bili was passed, slightly reducing the actual value of our ail- 
ver coin and providing for its more rapid manufacture. The expected 
results have followed. The wants of circulation have been fully 
supplied. It is said that orders have been issued to suspend the 
coinage of quarters and halver, aud the operations of the Mint are 
much reduced. 

The Bank of India, Australia, and Chins, having now completed 
its arrangements, has issued a prospectus, which will be found in our 
advertising columns. It is a kind of cosmopolitan undertaking, and, 
serving all interests, is likely to be proportionately successful.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 

FRIDAY EVENING. 

There was no disposition in the corn market this morning to do 
any speculative business; the market was accordingly dul’, but firm, 
If holders wished to sel), they had a difficulty to find customers, and 
were obliged to give way in their terms; those who were constrained 
to purchase, on the contrary, were obliged to give full prices. On the 
whole, the market was firm. Barley and oats were both the turn 
dearer. The arrivals of all kinds of grain in the week were short, 
The quantities sold in the towns were sgain comparatively large— 
84,971 qrs, against 57,945 qrs in the corresponding week of last year; 
the approximation in the week before to the quantity scid in the cor- 
responding week of last year wae, therefore, owing to some accidental 
circumstance, and the general increase in the sales in the present year 
is continued. 

Off the coast, Mr Rainford informs ur, there have been 50 arrivals 
since the 27th ult., viz.:—Of wheat, 10 cargoes from Alexancria, 2 
from St Sebastian, 3 from Leghorn, | from Stettiv, 3 from Bilbos, 1 
from Requijada, 1 from Constantinople, 4 from Trieste, } from Lisbon, 
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2 from Genos, 2 from Marseilles, 1 feom Ancone, and 1 from Seville. 
Of flour, 2 from Santender, 1 trom Marseiil-s, and 2 from Biilboa, OF 
Indian corn, 3 from G-noe, 3 from Alexandria, 1 from Corfu, 2 from 
New York, 1 from Leghorn, |} from Constantinop!e, 1 from Mazagan, 
and 1 from Saffi. Of these a large portion were previously sold. 


As to foreign corn marke's, we learn from Breslau, of the 20 h ult., 
that the price of corn was rapidly falling; there was no demand for 
export—many offerers avd few buyers ; the stocks were in weak 
hands, and this forced duwn the market: from Cologne, of the 2ad 
inst., that at length summer had arrived in earnest, and wheat was io 
consequence half a thaler the ma't-r and rye a quarter of a thaler 
cheaper : from Stettiv, of Juae 30:h, the weather was fine and warm, 
and the corn market du!l; most of the shipments were for Aut- 
werp: from Hamburg, of June 30th, the weather had become hot, 
and the market, in consequence of the slackness of foreign demand, 
was dull: from Amsterdam, of the 2nd inst., there had been a good 
demand for rye, but the fine weather had lessened the desire to buy, and 
the market was dull: from Autwerp, that the fine weatber had mede 
the corn trade dull : and from Rotterdam, of the 3.d inst., that there 
was a slack demand for wheat and a brisker demand forrye. At

The silk market, according to Mr Henry W. Eaton’s circular, 
has continued brisk, the transactions in June resulting in the 
largest delivery of silk ever kuown, and in a considerable defi- 
ciency ia the stock of China raw silk as comparcd with this period 
Jastyear. The advices received from China this week estimate the 
total shipments trom al! China to the end of April at 47,000 
bales, against 57,000 bales to this date last season. Our market is 
extremely firm. Bengal silk has participated to a very fair extent in , 
the activity of the month, the better sorts seliing at full rates, the 
lower qualities only tempting buyers at the prices of 7+ to 84 per lod. | 
Italian silk has attracted attcntion, ond importers, in consequence of 
the unfavourable accounts of the new crops in France aud Ltaly,

There is a good deal of buveyancy in the oil and seeds market, 
and articles affected by the war are freely purchased at improved 
prices, 

The depression of the shipping interest in the United States con- 
tinues, At may be ascribed, says the New York Shipping List, “to de. 
creased exports to Europe, a material falling off ia Calitornia and 
Australis shipments, together with the revulsion of trade during the 

t year and ahalf. Fur may months past, our first-class ships have 

en earning barely enough tor sailing and other incidental expenses, 
There sre of course afew exceptions tothe general rule, as those 
vessels which have been chartered by the English and French Go- 
vernments for the Crimean service, and many of those engaged in 
the trade between the East Indies and Great Biitain. The guano 
traffic has also furnished remuncrative employment for quite a flect 
of vessels, but this opportunity is no longer affurded. The number 
of deal charters this season has bien comparatively smal', and rates 
have declined since the openivg of the season. Yet, low and unremu- 
nerative as these rates are, ships lying for months idle at Southern 
ports, waiting for cargoes, have been induced to accept them, acting 
upon the principle that‘ naif a loaf is betier than vo bread.’ From 
this port there is but little freight offering in any direction. With 
the exception of limited coro shipments, ihere is scarcely any heavy 
freight going forward to Great Britain, and for what little there is, 
not much better than ballast rates are obtained.” 

The New Orleans Delta says :—“ The ship National Engle was cleared 
from this port in paliast ov Saturday for Calcutta; and yesterday the 
ship Stephen Giover was also cleared in ballast for the same port. It 
must bea hard time for the shipping interest when ships that cost ia 
themselves alone a handsome furiuue to build have to leave our port

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In the London market, 1,250 bales have been sold at former

and traverse twelve thousand miles of ocean to seek employment. 
These are the first ships that have ever cleared from this place to Cal- 
cutte, and we hope they may be the last that will depart from here 
without carrying more valuable cargoes than stone ballast.” Some of 
the want of employment for shipping at New Orleans is due to the 
condition of the rivers, which has prevented considerable quantities 
of cotton being floated dowa for embarkation. It would seem, too, as if 
the great stimulus of the gold discoveries and the loug continuance of 
navigation laws, confusing the mind as tothe real wants of commerce, 
and exciting hopes of no end of employment for shipping from the 
abolition of these and other restrictive laws, have caused more ship- 
piog to be supplied than is at the moment required. This discrepancy 
will however soon disappear. Tue high price of the cereals must 
every Where stimulate the production of them, and the transmission of 
food from country to country wil! soon, we hope, become a beneficial 
occupation for the increased quantity of shipping,

The renewed speculation in Liverpool, at the close of last week, having 
again subsided, our markets have likewise become sobered down to the 
more practical level of June 26th. Things in general wear a calm aspect, 
but, although we have not much business to report, it is a feature worth 
mentioning, that buyers and sellers are in closer contact; that many bids 
are made, and that there is a prospect of an early resumption of active 
operations.

There was a short supply of English wheat at Mark lane on Monday, 
which met a steady sale at the prices of the previous week, and a 
moderate demand was experienced for good useful qualities of foreign, 
without any quotable variation in the value of such.

Thearrivals of flour coastwise were 1,290 sacks, from Dublin 48 
sacks, by the Eastern Counties Railway 9,729 sacks, by the Great 
Northern 2,216 sacks, from foreign ports 2,215 sacks: there was no 
change in the quotation for town-made; fresh-made country marks of 
fine quality were in fair request at fully as much money. Barley was 
steady in value and demand: the arrivals coastwise were 366 qrs, from 
Scotland 440 qrs, from foreign ports 2,387 qrs, making a total of 3,193 
qrs. The arrivals of oats from our own coast were only 30 qrs, from Scot- 
land 443 qrs, from Ireland 1,940 qrs, but from foreign ports the 
imports were 30,546 qrs: good sweet samples realised full prices, with 
a fair amount of business transacted therein, but cargoes out of condi- 
tion were neglected, although generally offered on lower terms, and these 
will most probably have to be taken to granary to be improved for future 
markets. 

The imports of wheat, Indian corn, and flour were somewhat large at 
Liverpool on Tuesday, and, with a fair attendance of millers and dealers, 
the finest fresh qualities ot wheat commanded higher prices, in some 
instances to the extent of Id to 2d per 70 lbs.

“EXTENSION OF BANKING IN INDIA, &c,.—The pro- 
Spectus of a new bank, uuder the title of the Chartered 
Bank of India, Australia, and China, has appeared in 
our adverusing columns. The gentlemen composing 
the direction are weil kKaown to the public as holding a 
bigh position in the commercial world, and generally 
88 men possessing large experience in financia] matters ; 
this, of course, wil give confidence in an underteking 
ander their inanagement. The next important question 
for shareholders is, what fields are open in which bank- 
ing can be successfully extended ? Inthe prospec us re- 
ferred to, it isstated that both in India avd Australia, 
there is a very large opening for such establishments, 
and that, notwithstancing the great increase which has 
taken place in the commerce of those countries during 
the last twen'y years, banking accommodation has 
been in reality diminished. Prior to the cri-is of 
1847, many of the East India houses which then 
Gisappeared, inciuded extensive banking business with 
their ordinary mercantil» transactions, and their place 
has not since been adequately filled uv. The dividends 
paid by the severa! banks now established in India are 
also brought torward as proofs of the profit afforded by 
banking inthat country. This is all very well, as far 
as it goes, but the history of banking in India eff rds 
Many instances of « very Opposite character, both as to 
to the safety and profit of such institutions; and it is 
to the experience, judgment, and integrity of the per 
sons to Whom the manageme.c of any new banking enter 
Prise in India is entrusted, that the public should look, 
rather than to the profits made by the existing establish. 
ments. lf more banking accommodation is required in 
India than now exists, and there seems no reason to 
doubt it, then th- proposed undertaking posses-es ail 
the elements of success w thin itself, and only requires

the exercise of that skill and jadgment which its Direc. 
torsare known to possess, for its profitable development. 
This bank, of which the capital is to be £1,000,0,0 in 
shares of £20 each, wil! be incorporated undera Royal 
Charter, by which the liability will be limited.” 

At ap extraordinary General Meeting held on the 29tk 
of June, 1855, the f-liowing Report was read, having 
been previously circulated among the shareholders :— 

REPORT. 

The Directors have called the shareholders together 
on this occasion iu order to determioe on the steps to be 
taken for the purpose of prosecuting this valuable un- 
dertaking 

They think it right to contrast the present state of 
secured success with the mere expectation of pro- 
spective success, which gave their shares so high a value 
in the eyes of the public when the first prospectus was 
issued. 

This undertaking was established for the highly legi- 
timate object of affording banking facilities to the vast 
and sti!l rapidly-increasing trade between the Australian 
colonies, British India, China, and the Eastern Archi- 
pelago—a field never before occupied by a similar un- 
dertaking. 

With great difficulty, the opposition of the East India 
Company was overcome, and the bank has secured a 
very extensive and valuable charter, which gives the 
shareholders the inestimable protection of limited lia- 
bility. 

They have also all the banking privileges in India, 
which have been so succcessiully exercised by the Orien- 
tal Bank Corporation. 

The validity of the charter has been established by 
high lexzal authority. 

The bank bas a fully subscribed capital, with the de- 
posits all paid up, and it has a very large portion of 
shares registered, with the first ca\! paid, 

It has secured lately, in tho direction, a valuable ac- 
cession «f influential connections with the Kast. The 
demand for banking accommodation in the East is evi- 
dently on the increase ; money athome has become 
plentiful ; and it only remains for the shareholders, with 
the infusion of new members into their body, to realise 
the amount of the capital needful for the commence- 
ment of business, and to command that success which 
has attended the Oriental Bank Corporation. 

There is ample room for both these banks, as well as 
for the Chartered Bank of Asia (if prosecuted), in the 
wide fieid of business which is open in India, Australia, 
and Chine. And the Directors state with confidence 
their belief that neither under any alterations of the 
law, nor by any future charters, will the great aivantage 
of limited responsibillty be secured to avy similar bank- 
ing institution, 

In the state of the money market some time since, 
the Directors were of opinion that it would be expedient 
to form an amalgamation with some other banking 
company, and they intimated to the shareholders in 
their last report that they bai opened negotiations with 
a bank in India, already in operation. These nego- 
tiations not having resulted as was expected, the shares 
of which the | irectors had the control, and which were 
designed for that amalgamation, are now set free for 
re-issue to the shareholders of the bank, and to the 
public here and in India. 

The Directors (having regard to the technical diffi- 
culties which prevented the preposed amalzamation, 
and to the sericus delays which would have attended it) 
are as well pleased that this important bank should be 
prosecuted upon its own foundation ; and they call upon 
the shareh»iders «nd the public to remove from their 


by the ] tigation now entirely at an end, and to regard 
the u dertaking with the same favourable feelings 
which were so clearly exhibited when the public atten- 
tion was first called to the wide aud profitable field of 
its operation, and the great and sound objects it had in 
View, 

Notwithstanding the harassing delays which this 
Company has hitherto experienced, its position and its 
course of action are now so clear, and money has be- 
come #0 abundant for all sound and legitimate objects, 
that the Directors do not hesitate to press upon the 
shareholders their own opinion that it is the duty of the 
Court and the interest ofthe proprietary to uphold the 
charter which they have with so much difficulty 
obtained: and they confidently rely on the active and 
cordial support of the present meeting and of the pro- 
prietary geverelly to carry out their views. 


The Chairman explained to the Meeting the intention 
of the Court of Directors to avail themseives of the 
means offered to thm of making a re-issue of a limited 
number uf hires in this country, and of placing the 
remainder of we shares in India, 

He fu:ther explained that the capital paid up was at 
the present time intact, that the expenses of the estab 
lishment were inconsiderable, and that the arrange- 
ments which would be made in respect of these shares 
would enable the Directors, in carrying on the bank, 
to pay interest at the rate of four per cent. per annum 
On the deposits, and on all calls from time to time paid 
in respect of the above-mentione4 shares. 

It was then moved by General John Aitchison, se- 
conded by Thomas Dakin, Esq., and carried with only 
one dissentient voice :— 

That the report now read be received and adopted. 

It was further moved by Sir Henry Muuzgeridge, 
seconded by Join S. Clay, Esq., and carried unani- 
mously :— 

That the thanks of the shareholders are eminently 
due to the Chairman and Court of Directors, for their 
very able and jadicious coniuct of the affairs of the 
Company; and that this meeting, feeling strongly con- 
vinced that itis the duty and interest of all concerned 
to uphold the Charter, and prosecute this valuable 
undertaking vigorously, p'edge themselves to give their 
most cordia! support to the Directors in the measures 
which they may now take for that important object.
